But, my Lords, tho’ the prefent War be a 
moft natural Confequence of the Treaty of 
Seville, and the future Negotiations for the 
Execution of that Treaty, I am fo far from 
thinking this a good Reafon for our not calling 


for any Papers relating to the Execution of 


that Treaty, that I think it is a moft con- 
vincing Argument for our enquiring ftri@ly 
into all thofe Tranfaétions; and there is no 
Danger to be apprehended from publifhing any 
Papers relating tothem: There can be no- 
thing in any of thofe Papers that can poffibly 
difoblige either of the three Powers now u- 
nited againft the Emperor, more than we 
have already done by the Treaty of Vienna; 
and if there be any Thing in either of thofe 
Papers which might at that Time have been 
difobliging to the Emperor, we have fince 
fufficiently atoned for it by the unlimited 
Guaranty of the Pragmatick Sanétion, which 
the Honour of this Nation now ftands charg’d 
with by the ‘Treaty of Vienna; fo that it is 
not poffible to conceive how there can be any 
Thing in the Papers now called for, that may 
tend towards defeating the. Plan which has 
been concerted for reftoring the Peace of Eu- 
rope, and which the noble Duke fays will ap- 
pear to be a wife and a good Plan. 

As I know nothing, my Lords, about this 
Plan, I thal] not pretend to fay what it will 
appear to be; but if it thould appear to be a 
wife and a good Plan, I am forry to find that 
the Dutch only are to have the Honour of it ; 
for as we have been at all the Expence both 
in concerting it, and in endeavouring by our 
Preparations to make it effectual, it was, I 
think, but reafonable that we thould have had 
a Share of the Honour. However, let the 
Plan be what it will, it can receive no Preju- 
dice from any of the Papers now moved for + 
Jt is impoffible that either of the Parties en-

from frivolous Pretences they reject it, their

ers had difturbed them in the pretended Exer- 
cife of their Offices, the Hon. Andrew 
Fletcher, of Miltoun, one of the Judges of 
the Court of Jufticiary, and alfo of the Court 
of Seffion in Scotland, tho’ these was evident- 
ly no Foundation for fuch Complaint, without 
any Jurifdiction to judge of the Merits of the

without any Evidence laid before him, with- 
out any Notice given to the Petitioners, or 
any of the other Perfons concerned, and fo 
withoat hearing them or calling them before 
him, gave forth a fummary Warrant, direct- 
ed to al] Officers whom it concerned, civil or 
military, to fearch for, feize and apprehend 
the Perfons of the Petitioners and many o- 
thers, to the Number of 40 Burgeffes and

fon to believe, in Writing ; that this Warrant

General Moy/e, then acting as Commander in 
chief of the Forees in Scotéand, to the com- 
manding Officer of the Dragoons then quar- 
tered in Haddington, to afiift with his Dra- 
goons in the Execution of the Warrant ; that 
upon the 25th of the faid Month of Oéfoder, 
the Petitioners were feized by the faid Hum- 


pbry Colguboun, and tho’ the next fure Prifon F 


was that of Haddington itlelf, or that of 
North Berwick, and tho’ the Petitioners de- 
fired either to be committed there, or to be 
carried to Edinburgh, the Seat of the Courts 
of Juftice, where they might apply for Re- 
drefs, yet he told them that his Orders were to 
carry them to the Prifon of Dunbar, and -no 
other, a Place 20 Miles diftant from Edia- 
burgh, and $ Miles from Haddington, and 3 
Miles further from: Edinburgh than North 
Berwick ; and tho’ the pretended Crime was 
bailable, and Alexander Hepburn, the Sheriff 
Subftitute, to whom the Petitioners applied, 
was by Law impowered, and willing to admit 
them to Bail, the faid Hi Coguboun told, 
that he could not difmifs t upon Bail, his 
exprefs Orders being to take no Bail, but to 
commit his Prifoners to the Prifon of Dun- 
bar ; where they were accordingly imprifoned 
from the faid 25th of Ofober to the 27th of 
the faid Month, till by a Warrant from the 
Hon. Dawid Erefhine, of Dur, another of 
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the Judges of the faid Courts of Jufticiary 
and Seffion, the Petitioners were fet at Libere 
ty, and Execution of the Warrant was flay’d 
againft the reft, upon Bail given by the Pe- 
titioners and them ; and that fince chat Time 
no criminal Profecution has been moved for, 
upon any of thefe pretended Crimes charged 
againft the Petitioners or the reft ; that thefe 
Proceedings, as the Petitioners apprehend, and 
are advifed, were utterly illegal and oppreflive 
on the Part of the faid Andrew Fletcher, of 
Miltoun, tending to deftroy the perfonal Li- 
berties of every Subject, the Freedom of the 
Royal Burghs, and of Confequence the Freee 
dom of Elections of Members to ferve in Par 
liament for fuch Burghs; and as the Petitien- 
ers can hope for no Redrefs but from the Juf- 
tice of Parliament, therefore praying the 
Houfe to take the Premifes into Confideration, 
and to grant fuch Redrefs therein as may ef- 
fe€tually prevent fuch Oppreflions in ‘Time 
coming, and as otherwife to the Houfe thall 
feem meet.

ditional Burden upon the People ; and therefore 
I muf admit, that we ought never to agree 
to either without fome very apparent Neceflity 
for fo doing; but the Affairs of Europe are 
at prefent in fuch a dangerous State, and that 
State is fo wel! and fo publickly known, that 
the Neceflity for our making an Augmenta-

The prefeat cannot 
be properly faid to be a Time of Peace: We

His Majetty’s Medi- 
ation, in Conjunction with his Allies the 
Dutch, had been accepted by all the Parties 
engaged in War; aad in fuch Circumftanges, 
it was Certainly very neceilary tor,his Majeipy 
to put himéeif into fuch a Cendition as. nught 
add Weight to what he was to propofe, as 
Mediator of the Differences fudfifting in Eye 
rope. A Plan of Peace has accordiagly been 
offered to the Parties engaged in War; if phe 
Terms of the Plan be accepred, Peace will be 
reftored to Europe, the Balance of Power pre- 
ferved, and this.Nation freed irom the Dane 
ger it is at prefent cxpoled to, of being obliged 
to engage ia a bloody and expenfive War: It 
is therefore very much the Intereft of this 
Nation in particular, as well as of Europe im 
general, to have that Plan made effectual; 
and it muft be granted, that che molt certain 
Method for making it effectual, is for his 
Majefty to thew to all the Parties concerned, 
that he is preparing to join againft thole who 
fhall refufe to accept of thole reafonable 
Terms of Peace which he has been,pleafed 
to propo. This was the Reafon for making 
an Augmentatian laft Year, this isthe Rea- 
fon for making ftill a further Augmentation 
for the Year to come, and this, my Lords, is 
fo apparent, that- I did not expect it would 
have wanted any Explanation. 

But, my Lords, if his Majefty’s Endea- 
vours fhould fail of the defired Succefs, the 
Augmentation we have made will then be of 
great Ufe; for if that reafonable Plan his

In this refpect, they were ia a 
Situation very different from that in which 
we were at the Beginning of the War, be 
caufe they had made no Reduction of their 
Land Forces ever fince the Treaty of Vienna 
between the Emperor and Spain, and there 


Land, if the Exigency of Affairs thould fo fore it was net ‘neceflary for them to make 


require; and im Purfuance of this Power, 
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any Augmentation ; 2!) they had to do was, 
to delay making that Reduttion which they 
had a@ually refolved on before the prefent 
War broke out; whereas we had long before 
reduced the Augmentation we made of our 
Land Forces on occafion of that Treaty, and 
were, for that Reafon, obliged to encreafe 
them Jaft Year, in order to put ourfelves upon 
an equal Footing with the Dutch, and to con- 
vince them, that we were refolv'd to be ready 
to join with them in any Meafure that fhould ap- 
pear neceffary for preventing the ambitiousViews 
of either of the Parties now engaged in War, 
Upon this Occafion, my Lords, we ought 
to confider, that immediately after the Treaty 
of Utrecht the Dutch reduced their Land Ar- 
my to 32,000 Men, which they fuppofe to 
be a Number fufficient for the Defence of 
their Country in Time of Peace, and accord- 
ingly it appeared to be fo; for they never 
made any Addition till they heard of the 
Treaty concluded between the Emperor and 
Spain at Vienna, and the Counter-allianee 
concluded between England and France at Ha- 
mover; wpon which Occafion, as the Affairs 
of Eurcpe feemed to tend towards an open 
Rupture, they augmented their Army with 
20,000 Men; and at the fame Time, and 
for the fame Reafon, we increafed our Land 
Forces to the Number now propofed by this 
Bill; but upon the Conclufion of the Treaty 
of Seville, we reduced ovr Forces again to 
their old Standard, whereas the Dutch never 
seduecd a Man of the 20,000 additional Troops 
they had raifed, tho’ it is certain they were 
selolved to reduce every Man of them, as foon 
as they faw that the Affairs of Europe would 
admit of fuch a Reduétion, and bad aétually 
come to a formal Refolution to reduce 10,000 
of them, juft before the late King of Po- 
land's Death; but upon that Prince’s Death, 
they very wilely fuipended that Refolution; 
fo that certainly they have now 20,000 Lend 
Forces on Foot, more than they wovld at 
this Time have had, if no War had brolee 
out; therefore it may be properly faid, they 
have made an Augmentation of 20,coo Men 
@n account of the prefent War; and to do 
them Juftice as our Allies, and as being united 
in the fame Intercft with us, we can do no 
jefs than increafe our Army to the Number 
mow propofed, as being the leat Number 
‘we can have, in Proportion to the Army our 
Allies the Dutch have at pretent on Foot, 
The Number of regular Forces kept up 
within this Ifland in former Times is, I find, 
my Lords, an Argument conftantly made 
ufe of when this Bill comes before us; but it 
is always, in my Opinion, an Argument ra- 
ther for than again the Number of Forces 
propofed by the Bil! ; for confidering the Dif- 
ference between regular Forces and Militia, 
which the late Troubles in Poland have made 
fafficiently manifeft, it muft be granted, that 
the Number of regular Forces kept up in this 
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Nation, or in any Nation, ought always te 
bear fome Sort of Proportion to the Number 
of regular Forces kept up by neighbouring 
States, efpecially by thofe from whom the 
greateft Danger is to be apprehended; and 
as all the Nations of Europe have of late 
Years very much increafed their Number of 
A regular Forces formerly kept up, we maf 
neceflarily do the fame; but in particular, we 
ought to confider our neighbouring Kingdom 
of France, the Nation from which we have 
the moft to fear, and if we compare the 
Number of regular Forces now kept up by 
them, even in Time of Peace, with the 
Numbyr they formerly kept up, I believe 
we'll find, that the Increafe we have made 
B in our Number of regular Forces bears no 
Proportion with the Increafe they have lately 
made ; fo that this Argument, which is ge- 
nerally made ule of againft the Bill, is really, 
when rightly confidered, one of the ftronget 
Arguments that can be made ule of in Fa- 
vour of the greateft Number of Forces that 
was ever propofed to be kept up within this 
C Mand in Time of Peace ; and confidering the 
doubtful State we are in at prefent, confider- 
ine the prefent dangerous Situation of the 
Affairs of Europe, 1am furprized to fee any 
Oppofition made to the fmall Augmentation 


now propofed. 


The Reply was in Subftance thus, viz. 
My Lorcs, As every Day feems to furnith 
D us with new Maxims in Politicks, which 
to me appear very extraordinary, fo this Day 
has furnithed us with a Maxim, that is not 
only extraordinary but jnconfiftent with our 
Confitution: We have been told, that the 
Number of regular Forces kept up in this 
Nation is always to bear fome Proportion to 
the Number of regular Forces kept up by ovr 
E Neighbours, efpecially by our Neighbours of 
France, from whom we are faid to have moft 
to fear. My Lords, if we were fo unlucky as 
to be fituated on the Continent, or to haveany 
Neighbours that euld come at us by Land, 
there might be fome Truth in the Maxim 
now difcovered to us; but as we have the 
Happinefs to be furrounded — Sea, and te 
havea Fleet fuperior to any that can 
F be fent againft us, eth no a 
ive ourfelves any Trouble, or to pu 
. any Expence, on Account of the Number 
of regular Forces kept up by any of ~4 
Neighbours: Our Neighbours may keep up 
many Thoufands, or as many hu on 
fands as they pleafe, but they cannot put nad 
dred Thoufands on board Tranfports, — 
G without putting them on board — 
they can do no Harm to this — aap 
they cannot put any great Number ne 
fands on board Tranfport Sh have 
hearing of the Embarkation; and if we 


the leaft Sufp'cion of their being et 















gainft us, we can fend our Fleet and lock 
them up, or perhaps burn their Ships in their 
Harbours ; therefore we can never have Occa- 
fion to keep up in this Ifland any greater 
Number of regular Forces than are neceffary 
for fecuring our Coafts againft fudden and un- 
expected Invafions, which can never confit of 
above 4 or 5000 Men, and to guard us a- 
gainft fuch, Iam fure a much {maller Num- 
ber of regular Forces would be fufficient than 
has been kept up for many Years paft in this 
Ifland, 

We have likewife been told, my Lords, of 
the great Difference between regular Forces 
and Militia, which, "tis faid, has been mani- 
fefted by the late Troubles in Poland: But, in 
this Cafe, we ought to diftinguith between 
Veteran Troops, and thofe that can only be 
called regular Troops: We ought alfo to di- 
ftinguith between a reguier well-difciplined 
Militia, and a meer Rabble or Mob. By 
Veteran Troops, I mean thofe who have been 
inured to Action, and are acquainted with 
Danger, and fuch I believe will always be 
found better than the beft difciplined Militia, 
or even the beft reguler Troops that never 
look’d an Enemy in the Face, unlefs it was 
the Smugglers and the Thieves of their own 
Country: But that there is any very great 
Difference between thefe Jaft mentioned 
‘Troops, and a regular well-difciplined Militia, 
is what I cannot admit of ; nor have the late 
Troubles in Poland afforded me any Reafon 
to do fo ; for every one knows, that their 
Militia were neither regular nor difciplined; 
may, I doubt much if they were fufficiently 
provided with Ammunition or Arms: But 
the Situation of this Country is very far dif- 
ferent from that of Poland; for tho’ our Mi- 
litia have been very much negleéted of late 
Years, yet before we could be invaded. by any 
powerful Armado, we would have Time to 
difcipline our Militia, and to form them into 
regular Regiments: It is very well known, 
that the Spanifo Armado was above two 
Years in preparing, and I believe there is not 
now a Nation in Europe, befides ourfelves, 
that could fit out fuch another in a shorter 
Time. In two Years, in the Half, in the 
fourth Part of that Time, there is not a 
Plowman in Britain but might be made as 
good a Soldier as ever danced thro’ his Exer- 
cifes at a Review; and if he fhould dance 
thro’ his Exercifes for 20 Years longer, with- 
out feeing Adtion, he cannot be called a Ve- 
teran, nor can it be fuppofed he will behave 
as fuch in the firft A€tion he happens to be in. 

Thefe Confiderations, my Lords, have al- 
ways convinced me, that 7 or 8000 Men are 
fufficient to guard this !fland againft any fo- 
reign Invafions, and I am fure they will al- 
ways be fufficient for the Support of our Go- 
vernment, as long as the Affections of the 
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People arg carefully preferved ; a greater - made fully acquainted with this Plap, foppet- 


Number can never, in my Opinion, be necef- 
fary, unlefs it be to fupport a wicked and op- 
preflive Adminiftration, againft the general 
Refentment of the People; and this Houfe 
will never, I hope, give Countenance to any 
fuch Defigns From hence, my Lords, I muft 
conclude, that we are for this aext Year to 
keep up 17 or 18,000 Men purely on Account 
of the prefent War, and why we fhould as 
yet give ourfelyes fo much Concern, or put 
ourfelves to fuch an Expence about it, is what 
I cannot comprehend. _ Weare, it is faid, ig 
a State of Doubt agd Sufpence, but were not 
we in the fame State at the Beginning of laf 
Seffion of Parliament? Were not the Confe- 
quences of the War as much to be dreaded ae 
the Beginning of that Seflion as at the End, 
or as they can be at prefent? Nay, in my 
Opinion, they were not more to be dreaded at 
the Beginning of that Seffion than at any 
Time fince; for ever fince that Time the 
Parties engaged have appeared to be pretty e- 
qualiy matched, and while they continue fo, 
1 am fure the Balance of Power can never be’ 
fuppos’d to be in Danger ; fo that if his Ma- 
jefty augmented his Land Forces, in Purfu- 
ance of the Power granted at the End of Jaft 
Seflion of Parliament, it is fo far from being 
a Reafon for agreeing to the Augmentation 
now propofed, that unlefs I hear fome better 
Reafon than I have yet heard for it, I mut 
conclude, it was an unneceflary Augmenta- 
tion, it was putting the Nation to a needlefe 


D Expence; and therefore'we ought to be fo far 


from approving it, by making a new Aug~ 
mentation, that we ought to addrefs his Ma- 
jefty, to know who it was advifed him to 
make the laft. 

With refpeét to the Plan of Peace faid to 
have been offer'd to the Parties now engaged 
in War, | am, my Lords, entirely in the 
Dark, nor can any Lord, as a Member of 
this Houfe, draw any Argument from it, 
becaufe nothing relating to it, nothing relating 
to any of our foreign Affairs, has been laid 
before this Houfe. Whatever that Plan 
be, I with it may meet with the defir'd Suc- 
cefs; but I am forry to fay, 1 have too good 
Reafon to doubt of its meeting with any Suce 
cefs; for, from the View I have of foreign 


P Affairs, even from that View which L take 


from publick News-Papers, I am of Opinion, 
the War now kindled in Zurope cannot be fo 
eafily made an End of as fome People ima- 
gine: Before that Flame can be extinguifhed, 
I am afraid much Blood muft be fpiit, great 
Princes muft fuffer, even Queens muft weep ; 
the Conduct of Minifters muft be enquired 
into, and fome muft meet with that Punifh- 
ment they deferve, before that Flame can be 
extinguifhed which has been raifed by their 
Mifmanage ment. 


Bot fuppofing, my Lords, that we had been 
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and from the fincere Advices of his Pariia- 


ment, after we have beén folly informed of 


our Circum ‘tances with refpect to foreign Af- 
fairs; tor in cafe it thduld at laft appear abfo- 
lately neceflary for,us to enter into the War, 
for the Sake of preferving the Balance of 
Power in Europe, all the Men in the Nation, 
@ble to bear Arms, would be at his Majefty’s 
Service, and every Purfe would be open to 
him ; but till that Conjunéture happens, the 
Strength and the Money of the Nation ovght 
to be hufbanded as much &s poffible ; the Na- 
tioh’s Money ought not to be thrown away 
upon ufelefs Augmentations, either by Sea or 
Land, which can no way contribute to intimi- 
date our Enemies, and may amute our Friends 


with vain Hopes of Affittance, when perhaps © 


there is ho fuch Thing defigned. 

The Dutch, "tis true, my Lords, did reduce 
their Land Forces to about 32,000 Men foon 
after the Peace of Utrecht, but it is well known 
that the Reduétion they then made was too 
great, and was loudly complained of even by 
fome of their own Provinces: At that Time 
indeed there was almoft a Certainty, that the 
Tranquillity of Europe would continue for 
fome Years; every Nation in Europe was then 
groaning under the Burdens the former War 
had brought upon them, (0° that it was very 
improbable any one of them would foon think 
of difturbing the Peace of any neighbouring 
State; and the Durch, who had their Share of the 
Burden of the War, thought they might take 
Advantage of that Time of abfolute Security to 
eafe their People, and to recover a little {rom 
that Burden of publick Debts they were then 
Jabouring under 5 yet even at that Time, not- 
withftanding the State of abfolute Security 
which Europe was then in, the Provinces of 
Guelderland and Overy/il, which lie moft 
expoled, remonftrated ftrongly againft the Re- 
duétion then made, and never ceafed their 
Remonfirances til] the Treaty of Hanover 
happen’d, which afforded them an Opportu- 
nity of preffing am Augmentation with Sac- 
cefs; for as the Situation of that Country is 
very different from the Situation of this, it is 
at all Times neceffary for them to keep up a 
numerous Army. They have the Misfor- 
tune to be fituated upon the Continent, and 


may confequently be fuddenly invaded by great G 


Armits; they have an extenfive Frontier to 
defend, upon which they bave above 70 for- 
tified ‘Towns, and in every one of thefe they 
muft keep a Garrifon, in many of them 
they muft keep numerous Garrifons ; fo that 
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Ing that we kriew it to be a reafonable and a 
good Plan, do‘we think that his Majcfty’s 
Meafures, or any Propofitions he may be pleafed 
to make to foreign Powers, are to be enforced 
by an Addition of 7 or 8000 Men to his Land 
Forces? No, my Lords, his Majefty’s Mea- 
fures are, upon all Oceafions, to draw their 
‘Weight from the Affeétions of his People, A 


§2,000 Men is really the leaf Number they 
can keep up, unlefs it “be at fome very extra- 
ordinary Conjunéture, fuch as that which 
happened after the Treaty of Uereche, 

Altho’, my Lords, there can be no juft 
Parallel drawn between the Number of regu- 
lar Forces neceffary to be kept up in Holland, 
and here ; yet let us confider what we did at that 
Time the Dutch made this large Redu@ions 
Pid not we at the fame Time reduce our Army 
to 7 or 8000 Men, and if at that Time we 
had followed the Example of the Dutch, we 
had reduced it to half that Number ; if any 
Paralleh then could be drawn between the 
Dutch and us, the additional 10,000 we now 
keep up, and which has been kept up for 
many Years, ought to be fet againtt the 20,000 
additional Fgsces raifed by the Dutch upon the 
Conclufion of the Treaty of Hanower, and 
every Man muft grant, that it is more than 
our joft Proportion. But befides this 10,000 
which laft Year we agreed to keep up, for no 
other Reafon but on account of the War then 
broke out in Europe, have not we made a 
moft extraordinary Addition to our Naval 
Force? Have we not now added no lefs than 
22,000 Men to the Number of Seamen we 
kept up the Year before the War broke out? 
So that if we had a€tually reduced the 10,000 
Land Forces kept up laft Year folely on ac- 
count of the War, neither the Dutch nor any 
other of our Allies could have faid that we 
were behind-hand with them, in providing 


D for the Prefervation of the Balance of Power 


in Europe; but as the Cafe now ftands, we 
have taken fuch an Alarm, and have put our- 
felves to fuch an Expence, that all the Pow- 
ers of Europe feem to think we have done 
enowgh for them, as well as ourfelves; and 
therefore neither the Dutch, nor any other 
Power, have given themfelves the leaft Con- 
cern, or put theméelves to the leaft Expence 
about the Prefervation of that in which they 
are as deeply and more immediately 

than we are. 

If the Balance of Power, my Lords, were 
really in Danger of being overturned, we 
ought to take other fort of Meafures than have 
as yet been taken. Our Treaty with Den- 
mark can make no new Addition to the Secu 


F rity of that Balance, becaufe the King of Den- 


mark, by as folemn a Treaty as can be “a 
was before obliged to affift ‘the Emporor

depend upon that Treaty, we can as little 
pend upon the Treaty we have made, or 267 
Treaty we can make:~ But upon the pret 
Emergency, our Views fhould have been aie 
cipally direéted to another Quarter} there 
another Power whofe Friendfhip and on 
will always add great Weight to yt he 
Negotiations upon the Continent, 

forry to find there is not fo good 40 
ftanding between that Power and us #5 











to be wifhed upon all Occafions, but particu- 
larly upon the prefent Emergency. As we 
have been refufed all Infight into the Affairs 
of Europe, or into any of our late Negotia- 
tions, it is impoflible for me to judge, whe- 
ther the Balance of Power be in Danger or 
not; but by the Inaction of the Dutch, and 
by the Indifference fhewn by fevera!l o: her Pow- 
ers, with refpeét to the prefent War, I muft 
conclude, that the Balance of Power is not as 
yet like to be in any Danger; if it is not, 
and if we have no other Concern in the War, 
J] muft then certainly conclude, that the great 
Expence we have been at, as well as the ad- 
ditional Expence now propofed, are quite ufe- 
lefs, and can ferve no Purpofe but that of over- 
loading the People with Taxes, and alienating 
the Minds of his Majefty’s Subjeéts, which, 
inftead of adding Weight to his Majefty’s Ne- 
gotiations. will fruftrate all his Meafures for 
reftoring the Tranquillity of Europe, and will 
render the Councils of this Nation contempti- 
ble in the Eyes of al! oar Neighbours. 

To pretend, my Lords, that we muft al- 


Ways augment our Land Forces when France Cc 


augments theirs, is one of the moft dangerous 
Doétrines I ever heard delivered in this Houfe: 
It may as well be faid, that becaufe the French 
have given up their Liberties, and fubmitted 
their Necks to the Yoke of arbitrary Power, 
we ought to do the fame. What have we to 
do, for God’s Sake, with the Armies of 
France? They may march great Armies into 
Holland, Germany, Italy, or Spain; but can 
they march an Army into Great Britain, or 
into any Part of our Dominions? We know 
they cannot ; and we likewife know they can- 
not tranfport any great Number of Forces by 
Sea, nor can they tranfport any Number but 
by Stealth, as Jong as our Fleet is fuperior to 
theirs: And while we are united among our- 
felves, as long as his Majefty, or any of his 
illuftrious Family fhall retain the Hearts and 
Affections of the People, we have nothing to 
fear from any Number that France could, by 
Stealth, throw in upon us, tho’ we had not 
a Regiment of what are éalled regular Forces 
in the Kingdom. » 

Let us confider, my Lords, what it was 
that chiefly contributed to deftroy the Liberties 
of France: It was, my Lords, their Fears of 
Invafions from us: We had then large Poflef- 
fions in that Country, from whence it was 
eafy for us to invade them at any Time; and 
the continual Apprehenfions they were under 
of Invafions from us, afforded their Kings 
and Minifters a Pretence for prevailing with 
the People to alter the Form of their military 
Force: They altered the antient Eftablithment 
of their Militia, and put the Power over them 
entirely into the Hands of the Crown: This 
gave the firft Blow to the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple; for foon after their Kings began to keep 
wp regular Armies, entirely vance upon 
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the Crown; and as France was the firft Coun- 
try of Europe where any fuch Army was kept 
up, fo the French were the firft Pecple in Ewe 
rope that loft their Liberties: If we thould fall 
into the fame Error, if we fhould now, for 
fear of Invafions from them, do what they 
formerly did for fear of Invafions from us, we 
might expect our Cafe would at laft come to 
be the fame; and then indeed they would have 
of us a full Revenge; but we wou!d be much 
lefs excufable, becaufe their Fears of Invafions 
from us were real, and were founded upon Ex- 
perience, whereas our Fears from them are 
fo far from being founded upon Experience, 
that they muft always be imaginary and ridi- 
culous.

ResoiuTions relating to the Poor, 


On the 27th a Committee was appointed to 
confider the Laws in Being relating to the 
Maintenance and Settlement of the Poor, and 
to confider what further Provifions might be 
neceflary for their better Relief and Employ- 


D ment: And the faid Committee having con- 


fidered and examined this Affair, came to fee 
veral Refolutions, as follow, viz. 

Refolwed, That it was the Opinion of that 
Committee, 

1. That the Laws in Being relating to the 
Maintenance of the Poor of this Kingdom are 
defective; and, notwithftanding they impofe 
heavy Burthens on Parithes, yet the Poor, in 
moft of them are ill taken Care of. 

2. That the Laws relating to the Settle- 
ment of the Poor, and concerning Vagrants, 
are very difficult to be executed, and chargea- 
ble in their Execution; vexatious to the Poor, 
and of little Advantage to the Publick ; and 
ineffetual to promote the good Ends for which 
they were intended. 

3- That it is neceflary, for the better Re- 
lief and Employment of the Poor, that a pub- 
lick Workhoufe or Workhoufes, Hofpital or 
Hofpitals, Houfe or Houfes of Correétion, be 
efiablithed in proper Places and under proper 
Regulations, in each County. 

4 That in fuch Workhoufe or Work- 
houfes, all poor Perfons, able to labour, be fet 
to Work, who thall either be fent thither or 


G come voluntarily for Employment. 


s- That in fuch Hofpital or Hofpitals, 
Foundlings and other poor Children, not have 
ing Parents able to provide for them, be taken 
Care of ; as alfo poor Perfons that are impo 
tent or infirm. é. That 
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6. That in fuch Houfe or Houfes of Cor- 
rection, all idle and diforderly Perfons, Va- 
grants, and fuch other Criminals as thal! be 
thought proper, be confin’d to hard Labour. 

7- That towards the Charge of fuch Work- 
houfes, Hofpitals, and Houles of Correétion, 
each Parith be affefied or rated, and that proper 
Perfons be empowered to receive the Money 
fo to be afiefled or rated, when colleéted, and 
alfo all voluntary Contributions or Colleétions, 
cither given or made for fuch Purpofes. 

8. That fuch Workhoufes, Hofpitals and 
Houfes of Correétion be under the Manage- 
ment of proper Perfons, Regard being had to 
fuch as thall be Benefagtors to fo good a Work. 

g- That fuch Perfons as thal] be appointed 
for the Management of fuch Workhoufes, 
Hofpitals, and Houfes of Correction, be one 


abolithing the Power of Patrons to 

Minifters to vacant Churches; and at the 
Union of the two Kingdoms, the Eftablith. 
ment of the Church of Scotland, in a) its 
Rights and Privileges, by that and other A@s 
of Parliament made or ratified after the Re-

The Allotments for Quarters being laid 
before the Houfe of Lords, purfuant to their 
Addrefs for that Purpofe, it was thereupon 
moved, and the Judges were ordered to 
prepare and bring in a Bill for regulating the 
quartering of Soldiers during the Time of E- 
ieétions. This Bill was accordingly prepared 
by them and prefented to the Houfe, being 
intitled, 4x AG for regulating the guarter- 
ing of Soldiers, during the Time of Ele&ions 
of Members to ferve in Parliament; and was 
as follows, w/z. 


HEREAS, by the antient common 
V Law of this Land, ali Eieétions ought 
to be free: And whereas by an Aét paffed in 
the third Year of the Reign of K. Edward I. 
of famous Memory, it is commanded, upon 
great Forfeiture, that no Man by Force of 
Arms, nor by Malice or Menacing, fhall di- 
fturb any to make free Ele€tion: And for as 
much as the Freedom of Elections of Mem- 
bers to ferve in Parliament is of the utmoft 
Confequence to the Prefervation of the Rights 
andLiberties of this Kingdom : Zo theEnd there- 
fore that the fame may be fafely tranfmitted to Po- 
frerity, and for the Avoiding any Inconveniences 
that may arife thereunto from any Regiment, 
Troop, or Company, or any Number of Soldiers 
which fball be quartered or billeted within any 
City, Borough, Town or Place, where any 
Eleéion of any Member or Members to ferve 
in Parliament, or of the 16 Peers to reprefent 
the Peerage of Scotland in Parliament, or of 
any of them, fbail be appointed to be made: 

Be it enacted by the King’s moft excellent 
Majcfty, by and with the Advice and Con- 
fent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons in Parliament, afflembled, and by 
Authority of the fame, that when and as of- 
ten as any fuch Eleétion thail be appointed to 
be made, the Secretary at War for the Time 
being (who is hereby required to take Notice 
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of the Time appointed for fuch Eleétions or 
Eleétion) thall ahd is hereby required at fome 
convenient Time before the Day appointed 
for fuch Eleétion, to iffue and fend forth pro- 
per Orders in Writing for the Removal of 
every fuch Regiment, Troop or Company, or 
other Number of Soldiers, as fhall be quar- 
tered or billeted in any fuch City, Borough, 
Town or Place where fuch ae thall be 
appointed to be made: And ch Regi- 
ok Troop or Company, or onlay Number of 
Soldiers as aforefaid, fball, upon the Receipt 
of fuch Order, accordingly march out of every 
fuch City, Borough, Town or Place, one

Thefe Confiderations, my Lords, convince 
me, that no one of your Lordfhips will be for 
allowing this Clauf: to ftand as it is in the 
Bill, without making fome conditional Pro- 
vifion or Exception ; and I cannot compre- 
hend how any fuch can be made, without 
fabje€ting the Nation to greater Dangers than 
thofe we propofe by this Bill to avoid; for if 
we make an Exception, that the Troops fhall 
leave the Town, and fhall not return, unlefs 
fome great Danger happens, or is to be appre- 
hended ; we muft give a Power to fome Per- 
fon or other to judge when that Condition ex- 
ifts, and where to lodge this Power does not 
to me feem eafy to determine: To lodge fuch 
a difcretionary Power in the Returning Offi- 
cer, or in any other Magiftrate of a littie Bo- 
rough, would certainly be of the moft dan- 
gerous Confequence to the Freedom of Elec- 
tions ; and it would be as dangerous to lodge it 
by an exprefs Law in the Breaft of the Re- 


turning Officer. Thus, to make this Reftraint Cc 


abfolute, may embroil the Nation ig civil 
Wars, and to make it conditional may endan- 
ger the Freedom of our EleCtions; for which 
I muft think it much better to lay the Offi- 
cers under no Reftraint or Obligation, but 
that which they are now under by the Mar- 
tial Law, and the Mutiny Bill we have alrea- 
dy paffed: By them the Officers will always 
be obliged to obey the. Orders they receive 
from the Secretary at War, unlefs fome very 
fudden and unforefeen Accident makes it ab- 
folutely receffary for them to act otherwife ; 
and in acting otherwife they will always be 
extremely cautious, becaufe if they are not a- 
ble to make the Neceflity clearly appear, they 
will thereby fubje€t themfelves to the Laws 
againft Mutiny. 

I know, my Lords, it may be faid, that 
as Trials by Courts Martial are very much 
under the Direétion of the Crown, tho’ an 
Officer fhould, on Occafion of an Ele&tion, 
difobey the Orders he had received from the 
Secretary at War, it would be in the Option 
of the Crown, or the Minifters of the Crown, 
whether or no he fhould be tried before a 
Court Martial for fuch Difobedience; and 
confequently that fome Officers would be rea- 
dy to difobey them, as often as they knew 
that the Orders were fent only in Obedience to 
the Law, but that it was not intended or ex- 
pected they fhould obey them; but it is cer- 
tain, that no Officer would venture to difobey 
fuch Orders without private Inftructions in 
Writing, under the Hand of fome fuperior 
Minifter ; and to fuppofe that any Minifter 
would venture to give fuch Inftruétions under 
his Hand in Writing, or that many Officers 
would obferve fuch private Inftru@tions, are 


Suppofitions which, in my Opinion, there is 
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not the leaft Grouud to make, nay, I think 
it is almoit impoffible for us to make any 
fuch, if we confider, that if any Officer 
fhould behave in fuch an illegal Manner, or 
if any fuch private Inftru€tions fhould ever be 
divulged, a Complaint would certainly be 
made in Parliament againft fuch Officer or 


A fuch Minifter, and both might expect the 


higheft Punifhment the Parliament could in- 
flict. 

But, my Lords, fuppofe that an Officer could, 
in fuch Cafe, hope to evade all Punifhment 
before a Court Martial or in Parliament, yet 
even as the Law ftands at prelent, he could 
not hope to evade all Manner of Punithment; 
for if any Officer fhould remain in, or retura 


B to any Town during the Time of an Eleétion, 


and fhould make Ufe of the Troops under his 
Command for over-awing the Eleé&tion, he 
might be indiéted even at Common Law upon 
the Statute of Edward I: called Wefminfler 
the Firff; by the sth Chapter of which it is 
declared, That no Man fhall by Force of 
Arms, by Malice, or by Menaces, difturb 
the Freedom of any Eleétion, under the Pain 
of grievous Fine and Imprifonment ; which ig 
fo fevere a Punifhment, that it is not to be 
fuppofed any Officer would fubject himéfelf to 
it at the Defire of any Minifter, efpecially if 
fuch Officer were a Gentleman of Fortune 
and Figure in his Country, as moft of our 
Officers are at prefent, and I hope always 
wil] be. 

I hope, my Lords, I have now clearly 
fthewn, that there is no Neceflity for laying 
the Officers of the Army under any of the 
Reftraints or Penalties propofed by this Bill, 
becaufe they are already under as great Ree 
flraints and Penalties as can be fuppofed necef- 
fary for preventing their attempting to over- 
awe any Election, either by flaying in, or re- 


E. turning to the Place where there is an Elec- 


tion, or by making Ufe of the Troops under 
their Command for difturbing the Freedom of 
Eleétion ; and as it muft be granted, that the 
Reftraints propofed by this Bill would expofe 
us to great Dangers and Inconveniences, there- 
fore I doubt not but your Lordthips will agree * 
to the Amendment I thal! propofe upon read- 
ing the next Claufe, and for this Reafon you 
muft agree to leave out thofe Words which I 
have propofed to be left out of the Claufe now 
before you.

under the Crown. During his prefent Ma- 

y's Reign we are certain, that no In- 

croachments will be made upon the Freedom 
of Elections by Means of the Army, or by 
any other Means; but this ought not to pre- 
vent our making fuch Regulations, as may 
appear neceffary for preventing fuch Incroach- 
ments in any future Reign; and as it has al- 
ways been fuppofed, that Troops quartered, 
or remaining in any Town, during the Time 
of an Eleétion, might be fome Sort of In- 
croachment upon the Freedom of that Elec 
tion ; therefore ever fince we had any fuch 
Thing as a Standing Army in this Ifland, the 
Minifters of the Crown have thought them- 
felves, in common Prudence, obliged to order 
the Troops to remove from every Town 
where there happened to be an Eleétion, and 
mot to return to that Town till the Eleétion 
was quite over. This has hitherto been left 
to the Prudence and Difcretion of the Mini- 
fiers for the Time being, and the Reafon of 
doing fo was, that we have never yet been 
certain that a Standing Army would be kept 
up for any fucceeding Year; but now that we 
have continued a numerous Standing Army 
for fo many Years, and are like to continue 
xt for Years to come, it was thought proper 
mot to leave that to the Prudence of Mini- 
fters which might, in fome future Reign, 
be made ule of for the overturning of our 
Conftitution ; and therefore this Houfe agreed 
to the Motion which was made, for ordering 
the Judges to bring in the Bill now before us: 
For this Reafon, I muft think, my Lords, 
that it was the Opinion of this Houfe, that 
we ought, by an exprefs Law, to put it out 
of the Power of any future Adminiftration, 
to negieét doing that which all former Admi- 
niftrations have, in regard to our Conftitu- 
tion, thought themfelves, in common Pru- 
dence, obliged to do. 

This, my Lords, was certainly your Opi- 
nion when you agreed to the Order for bring- 
ing in this Bill; but from this Opinion we 
muft now depart, or we muft difagree with 
the noble Duke in the Amendment which he 
has been pleafed to offer; for if your Lord- 
thips defign by 2 new Law, to lay a Reftric- 
tion or Limitation upon the Minifters of the 
Crown, the Execution of that Law is not 
furely to be intrufted with thofe upon 
whom that Reftri€tion or Limitation is de- 
figned to be laid ; which would be the Cafe if 
the Motion new made to us fhould be agreed 
to. “Tis true, the Officers of the Army are, 
by the Mutiny Bill and the Articles of War, 
obliged to obey fuch Orders as they may from 
Time to Time receive from his Maijefty’s 
Secretary at War, and in cafe of Difobe- 
dience, they are fubjeéted to very great Pun- 
iments ; but for this Difobedience they are 


or whether any fuch Officer thal! be tri 
fore fach Court when appointed, is ee 
the Power of the Crown, or more properly of 
the Minifters aéting under the Crown, who 
are the very Perfons whofe Power was de- 
figned to be limited when this Bill was pro- 
pofed. Can we then fuppofe, my Lords, that 
an Officer who difobeyed fuch Orders at the 
Defire of a chief Minifter, would ever be 
brought before a Court Martial, or tried for 
fuch Difobedience? Your Lordthips cannot 
furely fuppofe any fuch Thing ; and therefore 
you cannot, in my Opinion, agree to the A- 
mendment now propofed, unle{s you have de- 
parted from the Defign you had when the 
Order for bringing in this Bill was agreed to. 
But further, my Lords, let us confider who 
are the Judges upon every Court Martial ; 
they are all Officers of the Army, Judges 
whofe Commiffions depend abfolutely upon the 
Pleafure of the Crown; and fhall we leave 
any Thing relating to the Freedom of Elec- 
tions, upon which the Prefervation of our 
Conftitution fo much depends, to be tried on- 
C ly before fuch Judges? The noble Duke has 
told us, that an Officer may, upon any fud- 
den and unforefeen Emergency, difobey or act 
contrary to the Orders he receives from the 
Secretary at War; and is it not to be pre- 
fumed, that a Court Martial, compofed of 
fuch Judges, will admit of any Emergency as 
a fufficient Excufe for difobeying fuch Orders, 
when they know that fuch Difobedience pro- 
ceeded from private Inftructions given by a 
principal Minifter of State? Surely we have 
not yet forgot what was one of the principal 
Grievances complained of before the Revolu- 
tion, what was dne of the firft Things se- 
dreffed by the Revolution: The general Com- 
plaint was, and it was a Complaint but too 
well grounded, that the Judges Commiffions 
were all during Pleafure ; and therefore they 
were too apt to follow the Directions they re- 
ceived from the Crown in any Affair, where 
the Minifters thought fit to give fuch Direc- 
tions: Have not we then good Reafon to be 
afraid that the Judges upon a Court Martial 
may, in future Times, do as other Judges 
during Pleafure have done in Times patt? 
And fhall we leave an Incroachment upon the 
Freedom of our Eleétions to be pane. pied 
by fuch Judges? Your Lordthips oi . 
tainly ieinad any fuch Thing, when you gave 
Orders for drawing up the Bill now before usy 
and therefore the learned Judges have ay 
wifely drawn it up in fuch a Manner 4 
fubjeét the Difobedience of an Officer, in 
Cafe now before us, to a Trial at commos 
G Law, which is the only Method by 
the Bill can be made effectnal.

Weight, when we confider that the Pre- 
fervation of our Conftitution is in the other 
Scale: It has, in many Cafes, been thought 
neceflary to fubjeét the Gentlemen of the Ar- 
my to be tried by the common Law as well as 
by a Court Martial: Even by the Mutiny 
Bill itfelf, if any Officer or Soldier thall take 
Quarters againft Law, or thall difturb his 
Quarters, he is made liable to be tried by the 
Quarter Seffions, and if upon fuch Trial he 
be found guilty, if an Officer, he is to be 
immediately cafhiered: And I hope your 
Lordfhips will think that an Officer's difturb- 
ing the Freedom of an Election, is an Affair 
of greater Confequence than that of difturb- 
ing his Quarters, and that therefore you will 
not think it a Hardthip to fubjeét him toa 
Trial at common Law in the one Cafe as well 
as the other. 

As to the Dangers and Inconveniences to 
which it is pretended we may be expofed, by 
laying Officers under an abfolute Neceflity of 
removing from any Place where there is to 
be an Eleétion, and not returning till that E- 
leétion be over, they are founded, my Lords, 
upon Suppofitions, I am fure much more un- 
reafonable than that of fuppofing that fome 
Minifter may hereafter do what he ought not 
to do: For to fuppofe that any fuch Number 
of Men can meet at any Eleétion, as may 
endanger the Government, to fuppofe that all 
thofe Men are fuch as will rifk their Lives 
and their Fortunes by joining in an Infurrec- 
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only might, but ought to march into the 
Town where an Infurrection or Invafien 
pens, notwithitanding its being at the Time 
of an EleGtion, notwithfanding the Law now 
propofed, and notwithftanding any Law that 
is or can be made: In Times of fuch Danger 
Men are always indemnified for what they 
may be oblig’d to do againft the Letter of the 
Law, and a particular At of Parliament for 
that Purpofe, has always been pafled as foom 
as the Danger was over. 

As for aay little Riote or Tumults that 
may happen at the Time of an Eleétion, I 
cannot fee, my Lords, why there is any more 
Danger to be apprehended fiom them now thag 
there was formerly, when we had no fuch 


B Thing as reguiar Troops, either to prevent 


their happening, or to quell them when they 
did happen. In former Times the civil Power 
was always found iufficient for preventing Ri- 
ots, or for quelling them and punifhing the Ae- 
thors of them; and confidering the fewere 
Law againft Riots, which was lately made 
and is ftill in Force, Iam fure it cannot be 
faid that the civil Power is now Jefs fufficient 
for that Purpofe than it was formerly. Be- 
fides, my Lords, we all know, that a Riot 
or Tumult at an Eletion makes it a woid Elec- 
tion, therefore it is always the Budinefs of 
thofe who have the ftrongeft Party to endea- 
vour to prevent all fuch, and indeed there is 
feldom or ever any great Riot happens, bet 
what is occafioned by thofe who have a Ming 


tion, to fuppofe that they are all regularly PD) to make the Election void, or by the Magi- 


armed and prepared for Wear, and to fuppofe 
that this Concert can be carried on without 
the Government’s hearing a Word of it be- 
fore the Day of Election, is carrying Suppofi- 
tions, I muft fay, a great Length, and en- 
deavouring to perfuade us, to leave ourfelves 
expofed to real Dangers, by frightening us 
with thofe which are altogether imaginary. 
Then with refpeét to Invafions; to fuppofe 
that an Invafion may be made, and the 
Troops landed juft at the Time and at the 
very Place where an Eleétion happens to be 
carrying on, we muft firft fuppofe, that an 
Exprefs is gone over to let the Enemy know 

Day appointed for the Eleétion, that after 
their receiving this Account they embark 
their Troops, fail, and meet with fuch a fa- 
vourable Wind as to bring them dire@ly to 
the Place where the Eleétion is on the very 
Day it begins, or within a few Days after, and 
to fuppofe that all this may be done in fuch a 
fhort Time as what ufually intervenes be- 
tween the appointing of the Day of Eleétion, 
and that Day’s coming on, is really carrying 
Suppofitions a moft extravagant Length. But, 
my Lords, if thefe were that 
could be made, they would be of no Weight 
in the prefent Debate ; for it is in all Cafes a 
certain Maxim, that Inter Arma filent Le- 
gets Upon any fuch Occafion the Troops not

ftrates, who prefide at the Election, doing 
fome fignal Injuftice to the EleCtors; but fup- 
pofing that there may happen now and then a 
few broken Heads or bloody Nofes at an Eleo- 
tion, are we, on that Account, t» have al§ 
our EleCtions carried on under the Teor and 
Influence of a Regiment of Soldiers? Or are 
we - ga a Pretence to be prefent at all 
our ions, Or to give every little Magiftt 

or perhaps a Cuftom-houle Officer, a eae 
to call them in when he has a Mind? 

Even the noble Lords who have ipoke for 
the Amendment feem tothink it dangerous to 
give by Law to any Returning Officer, of 
Magiftrate of a littl Borough, a Power to 
call in the Troops during the Time of an E- 


F ledtion whenever he pleafes; and they like-- 


wife feem to think it dangerous to give, by 
Law, a Power to the Officers themfclves to 


is to be velted with this very Power: The

as the noble Lords themfelves have 
it, the Commanding Officer may difobcy thefe 
Orders in cafe of any fudden and unforefeen 
Emergency, without renning eny Rik of be- 
ing 








os 
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ing tried or punifhed by a Court Martial for 
fuch Difobedience ; and we may depend on it, 
that fuch Emergencies will never be wanting 
when a pritae Minifter has a Mind that the 
Troops fhould remain in, or return to the Place 
where an Election is carrying on: Nay, it 
will always be in the Power of any Returning 
Officer, or Magiftrate of a little Borough, or 
of any Cuftom-houfe or Excife Officer, to 
furnith the Commanding Officer of the Troops 
with fuch an Emergency; for we know that 
the Troops have always a general Order to be 
aflifting to the Civil Power, and likewife to 
all Officers of the Revenue ; and therefore the 
Returning Officer may at all Times pretend 
that he is apprehenfive of a Tumult, and may 
demand the Affiftance of the Troops, or a 
Cuftom-houfe or Excife Officer may demand 
their Affiftance in feizing or fearching for 
fmuggled Goods, and this will be a fudden and 
unforefeen Emergency, that will always ex- 
cufe the Commanding Officer of the Trocps 
for difobeying the Orders he receives from the 
Secretary at War, when any prime Minifter 
but infinuates, that fuch Excufe fhould be ad- 
mitted of by the Court Martial, in cafe the 
Officer thould ever be brought to a Trial for 
any fuch Difobedience. 

1am really fupprized, my Lrods, to find 
thofe who are fo apprehenfive of Infurreétions 
and Invafions, and fo very apt to fuppofe Dan- 
gers from thence arifing, at the fame Time 
thewing themfelves fo very little apprehenfive 
of the Defigns of future Miniflers, and fo 
unwilling to fuppofe, that the Conftitution of 
this Kingdom and the Liberties of the People 
can ever be in any Danger from fach Defigns. 
Iam fure, my Lords,’ there is nothing more 
natural than to fuppofe, that we may have in 
fome future Reign an ambitious, rapacious, 
or wicked Minifter, and as the Safety of fuch 
a Minifter can confift in nothing fo much as 
in deftroying the Freedom of our Elections, we 
muft neceffarily fuppofe, that he will Jeave no 
Stone unturned for accomp! fhing that wicked 
Purpofe ; therefore we muft likewife necefla- 
rily fuppofe, that he wil] fend fuch private In- 
firu€tions, as have been mentioned, to the 
Commanding Officers of the Troops, in all 
Places where he cannot influence the Ele€tion 
by any other illegal Means; and as fuch a 
Minifter may probably have the fole Manage- 
ment of his Mafter, it is well known what 
Lengths fome Officers may go rather than 
rifk their Commiffions by difobeying his pri- 
vate Commands, or in order to recommend 
them/elves to his Favour for Preferment: Such 
an illegal Obedience to Minifterial Inftruétions 
is not, indeed, to be apprehended from the 
prefent Officers of our Army, but they are 
hot immortal, and we do not, we cannot know 
by what fort of Men they may be fucceeded ; 
therefore I think it abfolutely inconfiftent with 
the Prefervation of our Conftitution to leave 


thofe Officers, who may hereafter neroach 
upon the Freedom of our Elections, Be tried 
only by thofe who may be guilty of the fame 
Crime, and at the fole Pleafure of thofe whofe 
Intereft it may be, whofe Safety may depend 
upon if, either not to try them at all, or to 
try them only in order to acquit them. 

A Profecution in Parliament is not to be ap- 
prehended, my Lords, either by Officers or 
Minifters, when by fuch illegal Means they 
have got a Parliament to their own liking ; 
and as to Officers being fubjeét toa Trial at 
Common Law, upon the Statute of Edward I. 
I muft .obferve, that if an Officer or any 
other fhould commit a Breach of the Peace, 
by openly endeavouring to over-awe an Elec- 
tion, or by openly intimidating any Returning 
Officer or Eleétor, he might be indiéted, tried 
and punifhed at Common Law upon that Sta- 
tute ; but no Officer or Soldier can be indi¢ted, 
tried and punithed at Common Law, by Vir- 
tue of that or any other Statute, for not re- 
Moving from the Place, or for returning to 
the Place where an ieétion is carrying on; 

C and the Defign of this B.'! is, at leaft I always 
took the Defign of it to be, to prevent the Of- 
ficers or Soldiers being prefent in any Town or 
Place upon any fuch Occafion; for if they are 
allowed to be prefent, they may fall upon 
twenty Ways to influence, and even to over- 
awe the El+tion, without its being poffible to 
prove any Overt Aé& againft them, fo as to in- 
diét them at Common Law upon the Statute 

D of Edward I. 

This was, my Lords, what made the Bill 
now before us neceflary; the Defign of the 
Motion was, and when your Lordthips agreed 
to that Motion I muft think your Defign 
was, to make it criminal in any Officer or 
Soldier, to be prefent in any Place during 
the Time of an Election, unlefs he was there 

FE 28 an Elector; but if your Lordthips agree to 
the Amendment now propofed, you alcer the 
whole Intention of the Bill ; you make it in- 
deed criminal in the Secretary at War not to 
iffue fuch Orders as are direéted by the Bill, 
but you do not make it criminal in an Officer 
or Soldier to be prefent in any Place during 
the Time of an Eleétion, at leaft you do not 
make it a legal Crime for which he may be 

F tried at Common Law: Nay, in my Opt 
nion, it will not be fo criminal after the pal’ 
ing of this Bill as it was before ; for before 
the bringing in of this Bill an Officer did not - 
know but that he might be brought t ¢ 
Trial at Common Law, if he re = 
any Town, or returned to it during the 11 
of Ele@tion ; whereas hereafter if he remain 
in the Town, if he brings his Regiment, 
Troop or Company to the very Place of E- 
le€tion, and plants Centuries to attend the 
Poll-books, he knows how he is to be tried, 
he is to be tried by his Brother Osicers io # 
Court Martial, and I do mot know but ‘bet 
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Sentence may be pleaded in Bar to any fu- 
tare Indiétment brought againft him upon 
the Statute of Edt. I. for what Interpreta- 
tions may hereafter be put upon this Law can- 
not now be fo cafily determined: And there- 
fore I hope your Lordfhips will pat the Bill 
in the fame Shape the learned Judges have 
brought in, unlefs fome convincing 
Reafors than any 1 have yet heard fhould be 
given for turning it into a Shape very @ifferent 
from that in which it is at prefents

As it might be of the moft dangerous Con- 
fequence, by an exprefs Law, to lay an abio- 
Jute and a peremptory Obligation upon the 
Troops, not to remain in or return to any 
Town during the Time of an Election, not- 
withRanding the greateft Neceflity and Dan- 
ger, fo, my Lords, it might be of the mof 
dangerous Confequence, by an exprefs Law, 
to give a Power to the Troops to remain in 
or return to fuch a Town, whenever they 
thought there was any Neceflity for their fo 
doing ; but I hope your Lordfhips will confi- 
der, that there is a very great Difference be- 
tween a Power given by A& of Parliament, 
and that Power which arifes from the imme- 
diate Neceflity a Man is under: In the firft 
Cafe the Profeeutor muft thew, that the Per- 
fon profecuted exceeded the Power given him 
by Law, which in many Cafes could not be 
fo eafily done; in the laft the Perfon profe- 
cuted will certainly be condemned, unlefs he 
can thew, co the Satisfaétion of the Court, 
the Neceffity he was under: Thus, by the 
Amendment now propofed, the Secretary at 
War is to be obliged to fend his Orders to the 
Troops to remove, and by another Law pafied 
this Seffion, the ‘Troops are obliged, under 
very fevere Penalties, to obey thofe Orders; 
nothing then can excufe their Difobedience 
but fome very uoforefeen and dangerous E- 
mergency, and that Emergency muift be made 
appear to the Court by the Officers who are 
guilty of fuch Difobedience. 

Iam as fenfible, my Lords, and as much 
apprehenfive of the Dangers to which we 

ay be expofed by the Defigns of wicked 
Minifters as any Lord in this Houfe, and 
fhall always be for ufing all proper Precau- 
tions againft the Defigns of fuch. For this 
Reafon I agreed to the bringing in of this Bill, 
and as I am of Opinion that the Amendment 
now offered, will not derogate in the leaf 
from its Efficacy againft fuch Defigns, there- 
fore Ican make no Difficulty in agreeing to 
it ; for by the Bill, when amended as propofed, 
it will be impoffible for any Minifter to in- 
¢roach upon the Freedom of our Elections by 
means of the Army, unlefs we fuppof all 
the Officers of our Army fo abandoned as to 
facrifice their Honour, their Con{cience, and 
their Country, to the Favour of a Minifter, 
which is a Suppofition I am fure we have no 
Ground to make from paft Experience: As 
the Officers of our Army muft always be 
Subjeéts of Great Britain, we cannot fuppofe

fore a Court Martial. 

*Tis true, my Lords, it has always been 
thought improper to have regular Troops in 
any Place where an Eleétion is carrying on, 
and in this general Opinion I readily join: £ 
do think it is improper, but I cannot think 
it quite fo dangerous as it has in this Debate 
been reprefented ; for really I cannot well 
form to myfelf an Idea of any Praétices that 
either Officer or Soldier could be guilty of for 
over-awing or incroaching upon the Freedom 
of an Eleétion, without expofing themfelves 
to an Indiftment upon the Statute of Edw. 
I. I am fure if they threatened any Elec- 
tor, or by Force prevented any Eleétor from 
coming to give his Vote, that Elector would 
be a good Evidence for the King ; upon his 
fingle Oath a Bill of Indi€tment would proba- 
bly be found by the Grand Jury, and I do 
not know but upon his fingle Evidence, if 
corroborated with any Circumftances, ay 
might be found guilty upon the Trial; 
that I am apt to believe it would be impoflible 
for the Officers or Soldiers to make ule of 
any fuch Praétices as would be effectual for 
over-awing or giving a Turn to an Election, 
without expofing themfelves to a certain Dan- 
ger, not only of being profecuted, but of being 
convicted at Common Law upon the Statute 
I have mentioned ; and therefore, unlefs we 
fuppofe a Minifter to have the Direction of 
our Courts of Law, as well as of our Coutts 
Martial, I doubt much if he — prevail 
upon many Officers to join with him in over- 
pe or increaching upon the Freedom of 
our Eleétions. 

That the Bill now before us, or the A- 
mendment propofed, fhould in the leaft dero- 
gate from the Statute of Edw, I. is what I 
cannot, my Lords, apprehend: If an Officer 
difobeys the Orders of the Sceretary at Wat, 
and remains in, or returns to any Town dure 
ing the Time of an Eleétion, he is, for foch 
Difobedience, to be tried by a Court Martial; 
but for any Incroachment upon the F reedom 
of an Eleétion he is not furely to be tried by 
a Court Martial, and therefore no Trial by 
a Court Martial cam ever be. pleaded in 4 
to an Indictment upon the Statute of Ed.

an Election is carrying on, without a very 
immediate Neceflity for his fo doing: By 
thefe two Methods I think the Freedom of 
our Elections will be fufficiently fecured a- 
gainft all Incroachments from our Army, and 
therefore I fhall be for agreeing to the A- 
mendment propofed. 


The Queftion being then put for agreeing 4

At laft the Preamble of the faid Bill was 
read (the Preamble being always the laft Part 
of the Bill which is read in the Committee 
upon the Bill) aad a Motion was made, that 
thefe Words, wiz. ‘ To the End therefore 
that the fame may be fafely tran{mitted to 
Potterity, and for the avoiding any Incon- 
veniencies that may arife thereunto from 
any Regiment, Troop or Company, or any 
Number of Soldiers, which fhall be quar- 
tered or billeted within any City, Borough, 
Town or Place, where any Eleétion of 
Member or Members to ferve in Parlia- 
ment, or of the 16 Peers to reprefent the 
Peerage of Scotland in Parliament, or of 
* any of them, shall be appointed to be made,” 
fhould be left out ; and that inftead of them 
thefe Words, wiz. * That it hath been the 
© conftant Ulage and Praétice, to caufe any 
© Number of Soldiers quartered in any Place 
€ appointed for electing Members to ferve in 
© Parliament, to remove out of the fame 
* during the Time of Eleétion,’ fhould be 
fubftituted. 

Upon this Motion there was another De- 
bate, in which the Argument for the Motion 
was in Subftance thus, wiz. 

My Lords, I have joined heartily with your 
Lordthips io every Step that has been taken 
towards the bringing in and pafling the Bill 
now before us, and fhall be ready to join in 
every future Step that may be neceffary for 
compleating fo good a Work ; but, my Lords, 
there is one Confideration that has all along 
given me a good deal of Concern, and the 
prefent I take to be the proper Time for ex- 
plaining myfelf to your Lordships, and for 
offering fomething to obviate the only Incon- 
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venience that is to be apprehended from the G 


Bill as it now ftands. It is an Opinion, my 
Lords, that almoft univerfally prevails with- 
out Doors, that no Bill of this Nature is ever 
brought into Parliament, much Jef paffed 
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ance that has been felt and complained of. 


Tis true, your Lordfhips may, and do often, 
from your Prudence and Forefight order Bills 
to be brought in, and pafs Laws for prevent- 
ing of Grievances in Time to come, tho’ no 
fuch Grievance has before been feit or com- 
plained of ; but thofe who are not acquainted 
with your Method of Proceeding in this Re- 
fpeét, and with the Motives which may have 
induced you to bring in or pafs any fuch Bill, 
are always more apt to impute it to your Ex- 
perience in Times paft, than to your Precau- 
tion in Time to come: This Confideration 
has al] along given me great Concern; I am 
afraid that evil-minded People may, from our 
pafling of this Bill, take Occafion to throw 
unjuft Refleétions upon his Majsf@y's Govern- 
ment, as if fome Ufe had lately been made 
of the Troops for over-awing or incroaching 
upon the Freedom of Eleétions; and as there 
is Rill a Party in the Kingdom difaftected to 
his Majefty and his Family, it is not to be 
doubted but that they will make ufe of this 
Handle for fowing J:aloufies and Fears among 


C_ his Majefty’s beft Subjects. 


This Confideration, my Lords, weighty as 
it is, ought not to prevent our pafling fo good 
a Bill; but I think we ought to take all pof- 
fible Precautions to prevent fuch a fatal Con- 
fequence; ani this, I think, can only be done 
by leaving out fome of Words in the Pream- 
ble, and inferting others in their ftead, as I 
thall immediately propofe. Your Lordthips 
all know, that the bringing of this Bill was 
not occafioned by a Complaint againft any 
Ufe that has lately been made of the regular. 
Troops, your Lordfhips muft be all fenfible 
that his Majefty’s Wifdom and Goodnefs is 
fuch, that he would by no Means permit any 
of his Troops to be made ufe of for over-aw- 
ing or incroaching upon the Freedom of any 


E, Election; and therefore to fatisfy the People, 


and to prevent his Majefty’s Enemies from 
getting any Pretence for throwing Reproaches 
upon his Government, I hope your Lordthips 
will agree to the Amendment in the Pream- 
ble, That thefe Words, To, Gc. (as before 
mentioned.) 


The Anfwer was to this Effect, wiz. 


F As Ihave, my Lords, as frm an Attache 


ment to his Majefty and the prefent happy 
Eftablifhment as any Man in the Kingdom, 
I can never hear his Majefty’s Name or his 
Government brought into any Debate with- 
out the utmoft Concerns and it has of late 
become fo cuftomary to bring the facred 
Name of the King into every Debate, that 
I with there were fome Order or forme Regu- 
lation made for preventing the Practice in 
Time to come. Shall we never find Fault 
with any Meafure — by paren s a 
never fe any Regulation for preferv 

Liberties againit any futuce wicked Ad 
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miniftration, but we muft be told, it will 
refic& upon his Majefty and his Govern- 
ment? My Lords, we are upon ai! Occafions 
to diftinguith between the King and his Mi- 
nifters, between the King’s Government and 
the Minifters Adminiftration: His Majefty 
and his Government are fo facred, they can 
never be the Subje& of any of wr Debates, 
and therefore ought never to be mentioned; 
but the Minifters and their Adminiftration 
may often deferve our moft fcvere Animad- 
werfions: This Diftinétion, my Lords, is not 
only known in this Houfe, but is known to 
all the People of the Kingdom ; and there- 
fore, whatever Surmifes may be raifed, whe- 
ther juft or unjuft, they can never affect his 
Majefty or his Government, becaufe if any 
Thing has aétually been done which ought 
mot to be done, every Man muft fuppofe it 
was done without his Majefty’s Knowledge, 
and will never meet with his Approbation. 
With Regard to his Majefty then, my 
Lords, or his Government, your Lordhhips 
have no manner of Reafon to be under any 
Concern about the Confequences of this Bill, 
or to alter or add any Words for preventing 
any Confequences it ¢am be attended with. 
As to the Minifters Adminiftration, indeed, I 
do not know but this Bill may eccafion fome 
Sormifes that may affect them, and it is im- 
poffible to prevent foch ; for the very bringing 
in of this Bill will certainly give Ground to 
fappofe that fome irregular Ule has lately been 
made of the Troops with refpeét to Elections. 
I thal! agree with the noble Lords of the other 
Side of the Queftion in this, that it is the ge- 
nera! Opinion that fuch B'lls are feldom brought 
in but for Remedying fome Greivance that has 
been felt; nay I'll go farther, I believe there 
is a great deal of Reafon for fuch an Opinion ; 
for it is very well known, that when any Bill 
is offered for preventing a Grievance, one of 
the moft powerful Arguments made ufe of 
egaingt it by a certain fort of Men, who al- 
ways oppofe fuch Bills, is, that fuch a Griev- 
ance was never yet complained of, therefore 
why fhould you apprehend it, or make any 
Provifion againft it? And this Argument is 
generally found to be of fuch Weight that 
People feldom venture to bring in or propofe 
any Bill for preventing a Grievance till after 
it has been feverely felt, and generally as well 
as loudly complained of. As this is generally 
the Cafe, I do not now fee how it is poffible 


to prevent fuch Surmifes againft the Admini- 


ftration, and what is now propofed to be in- 
ferted by the nob'e Duke will, Iam afraid, 
add Credit to foch Surmifes; for the Words 
he propofes to infert will certainly be taken by 
the Generality of the People without Doors 
p Raa by the Minifters, by way of Via- 
fication, and I remember an old Saying, which 
poo this Oceafjon I muft beg Leave to repeat ; 


ofero quid mali fycum fert Expurgatio, 


For this Reafon, my Lords, the Words 
pofed to be inferted au, in my Opinion,” aa 
way contribute to the Vindication of the Mi- 
niftry, and as they feem to imply a Compli- 
ment, not to his Majefty’s Government but to 
the Minifter's Adminiftration, I think it be- 
low the Dignity of this Houfe to pafs any fuch 
Compliments, I think it inconfiftent with the 
Honour of this Houfe to pafs fuch a Compli- 
ment when we do not know whether it be 
true of not; for as we have made no Enquiry, 
as not the leaft Procf has been laid before us, 
we Cannot, as Members of this Houfe, declare 
that it has been the Praétice to caufe the Sol- 
diers quartéred in any Place, appointed for 
ele€ting Members to ferve in Pailiament, ta 
remove out of the fame during the Time of — 
Eleétion. Nay, I am fure we cannot with 
any Juftice fay it has been the conflant Prac- 
tice, becaufe it has been lately affirmed in thia 
Houfe by Perfons of great Authority, and nog 
contradiéted, that it has not been the conftant 
Praétice; and therefore I hope even the noble 
Duke himfelf will agree to leave the Word 

C conftant out of the Amendment he propofes. 

But now, my Lords, I come to the Words 
propofed to be left out, and there indeed we 
have Reafon to apprehend Surmifes, Surmifes 
of the moft terrible Nature, becaufe they will 
not only affeét the Adminiftration but the 
Honour of this Houfe; when the People hear 

* that a Bill was brought in by thz learned Judg- 
es, for tranfmitting fafely to our Pofterity thofe 
D Rights and Privileges we received from our 
Anceftors, by preventing the Influence of Of- 
ficers and Soldiers in our Eleétions ; and when 
they hear that we firft ftruck out the Clavie 
for fubjeCting Officers and Soldiers to a Tritl 
at Common Law, and then ftruck out thot 
facred Words in the Preamble, will they not 
naturally furmife, that we ftruck that Clavie 
F out of the Bill, and thofe Words out of the 
Preamble, on Purpofe that thofe Rights and 
Privileges, which we received from our An- 
céftors, might not be tranfmitted fafely to our 
Pofterity ? Will it not be furmifed, the 
Neceflity for fuch a Bill was fo evident, that 
there was no withftanding the paffing of fome 
fort of Bill, but a Majority of this Houfe had 
taken Care to leave out all thofe Words, and

are Surmifes, my Lords, we ought highly to 
regard ; and confidering the folemn Manner ia 
which the Bill was brought in, confidering 
the Charaéter of thofe who prepared it, oa 
fidering the Importance of the Affair it relates 


to, we have great Reafon to af 
G there will be fuck Surmifes- 
The inferting of thefe Words at t 
the Preamble, fews the Care and Concers 


the learned have for the Preferva 
of our Conflitution, and look fomething tke 


the Invocations which, upon all fuch Orsa5n8 








the ancient Heathens made ufe of towards their 
Gods;, fo that there really feems to be fome- 
thing facred in them, - and I cannot but lovk 
upon it as a fort of Devotion when I argue a- 
inft turning fuch facred Words ov:t of the 
reamble of this Bill: Thefe Words are no 
way inconfiftent with the Compliment propofed 
to be inferted, fo that if your Lordthips fhould 
agree to make this Compliment, you may 
neverthelefs leave the other Words ftanding as 
they are: I cannot really form to myfelf the 
leaft Reafon for expunging them, unlefs it 
be to fuppofe, that you are afraid of giving 
the People too high a Notion of their Rights 
and Privileges, and too warm an Affection for 
them, which is an Aporehenfion I am fure 
none cf your Lordfhips can entertain; and 
therefore I hope the noble Duke will either 
drop his Motion wholly, or at leaft the firi 
Part of it: But if he infif's upon the Whole, 
¢ it ought certainly to be feparated, becaufe fome 
t Lords may be for inferting the Words propofed 
to be inferted, and againft leaving out the 
d Words propofed to be left out ; and other Lords 
may perhaps be of a quite contrary Opinion. 


To this it was replied in Subftance as fol- 
lows, viz. 

Whatever there may be, my Lords, in that 
Diftin@tion between his Majefty’s Government 
and the Adminiftration of his Minifters, how- 
ever well it may be underftood in this Houfe, 
Iam afraid it is not fo generally underftood 
without Doors; and therefore I hope your 
Lordfhips will all agree with me in this, that 
it can be of no Service to his Majefty or to his 
Government, to raife groundlefs and falfe Sur- 
mifes againft the Adminiftration of his Mini- 
ftérs: And as it cannot be faid, as there can- 
not be the leaft Pretence for faying, that ever 
any Eleétion was over-awed by the regular 
Fhe; therefore I think it is abfolutely necef- 
ary to infert in fuch a Bill as this fome Words 
for preventing any fuch Surmife ; and I muft 
think that no Words can be invented more 
proper for that Purpofe than thofe that have 
been . ‘There may perhaps have been 
one, or a very few late Inftances where the 
Troops did not remove from the Place of E- 
leftion as ufval; but if that Affair were en- 

iréd into, it would, I believe, appear, there 
were very fufficient Reafons for their not re- 
moving; fuch Reafons as, I believe, would 
convince every Lord of this Houfe, that it 
would be of the moft s Confequence 
td pafs this Bill in the Shape in which it was 
brought in. However, to avoid any further 
Difpute in this Particular, your Lordthips may 

eave the Word out of the Amend- 
ent that has beep offered, and then I hope 
that Part of the Amendment will be unani- 
moufly agreed to; for to declare the Truth 
any Occafion, I can meves take to be 


upon c ; 
what is properly called a Compliment, nor 
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can I take fuch a Declaration to be below the 
Dignity of this Houfe, efpecially when necef- 
fary for preventing unjuft Surmifes, which, it 
muft at leaft be granted, could be of no great 
Service to his Majefty or his Government, 

As to the Words propofed to de left out, I 
take it, my Lords, to be a general Rule, that 
no fuperfiuous and unneceflary Words ought to 
be inferted in any Bill; for the fhorter any 
Law is it is certainly the better, providing the 
Meaning and Intention of the Law be fully 
and clearly expreffed ; any faperfluous and un- 
neceflary Words, inferted either in the Pream- 
ble or in any of its Claufes, ferve only to con- 
found the true Meaning and Interition of the 
Law, and to raife Doubts and Difficulties when 

B it comes afterwards to be applied to any parti- 
cular Cafe that may occur. Of this Nature 
I take thofe Words to be which are now pro- 
pofed to be left out ; I look upon them as al- 
together unneceffary and fuperfluous; for the 
End and Intention of the Bill appears fully and 
clearly in every Claufe of it, and therfore it 
is very unneceflary to declare in the Preamble 

Cc for what End it was propofed or paffed: This, 
my Lords, I take to be the true and the only 
Reafon for moving to have thofe Words lefe 
out; and the Reafon is fo ftrong and fo obvi- 
ous that I think it impoffible the leaving them 
out fhould occafion any unjuft Reflections a- 
gainft the Adminiftation, or againft the Hoe 
nour of this Houfe; and as the Reafon for in- 
ferting the other Words is as evident as thé 

D Reafon for leaving thefe out, I think there is 
no Occafion for feparating the two Parts of the 
Queftion, being convinced, that all thofe who 
are againit any one Part of it will be again 
the Whole, as on the contrary, that all thofe 
who are for any one Part will be for the Whole 
as it now ftands. 

After this, it being agreed to leave the 

E Word conflant oyt of the Amendment, the 
Queftion was put upon the Amendment {6 a- 
mended, which upon a Divifion was carried’ 
in the Affirmative, by 64 to 28.

My Lords, Tho’ the Arguments again@ 
this Duty, and againft this deftruftive Me- 
thod of ‘raifing Money, were fo fully ftated 
and explained when this Duty was laft re- 
vived, * that nothing new can be faid upon 
the Subje&t ; yet as there are now feveral

I think, now ftronger in {everal Refpedts 
than it was at that Time. Figures, my 
Lords, are ftubborn Things, there is no 
twifting them into any Shape but that which 
is natural and right; and fome Faéts are fo 
evident and fo notourly known that they can- 
not be denied or controverted. From thefe, 
my Lords, it muft appear to every Man who 
underftands the common Rules of Addition, 
that the Nation muft in nine Years pay near 
800,000 4, for the 500,000/, which by this 
Bill is to be raifed for the current Service of 
the prefent Year: For asthe Sumof 500,000/, 
is to be immediately borrowed at an Intereft 
of 4 per Cent, we mutt pay the Intereft upon 
that whole Sum, or very near it, for nine 
Years, which is an additional Sum the Nation 
muft at laft pay, amounting to near 180,000/, 
Then, my Lords, the Expence of raifing and 
colle€ting this Tax for four Years longer, 
muft likewife be all paid by the Nation, and 
this will amount to at leaft 120,000 /. more ; 
for according to the loweft Computation, the 
Expence of colleéting this Duty has always 
been reckoned at 25,0001. per Ann. for Eng- 
land, and 5000 4. per Ann, for Scotland; this 


‘amounts to a yearly Sum of 30,000/. which 


in four Years amounts, as1 have faid, to the 
Sum of 120,000/. Thus, my Lords, from 
Figures and Fads it is plain, that for the 
500,000 /. now to be borrowed, the Nation 
muft, in nine Years, pay 500,000/, for 
Principal, near 180,0004 for Intereft, and 
120,000/. for Charges in colleéting, being in 
all very near 800,000 /. , 
We have heard it, my Lords, ftrongly in- 
culcated, both this Seffion and Jaft, that upon 
the prefent Emergency we ought to endeavour 
to give foreign Powers great Ideas of the 
Wealth and the Strength of this Nation, and 
of our Readinefs to engage in the War, in 
cafe we thould at any Time hereafter find it 
neceflary © to do. This, we have been told, 
would oblige them to fet Bounds to their am- 
hitious Views, and give Ear to thole reafona- 
ble Terms of Peace which his Majefty was 
to propofe : But when it is fpread abroad, that 
now ina Time of Peace, in a Time of pro- 
found Tranquillity, we are borrowing Money 
at the Rate of 60 per Cent, for the current 
Service of the Year, will any Power oa 
Earth imagine that we have aoy Wealth ot 
Power left, or that we dare engage ip an ex- 
penfive and dangerous War? Surely, my 
Lords, we muft admit, that there is 
Sort of Parallel between the Circu sod 
a Natién and thofe of a private Man H 
and I {ybmit it to your Lordhhips, ciate 
would not Jook upon a Man in private Mile as 











a Bankrupt, if he fhould attempt to borrow 
Money at a Premium of 60 per Cent. There- 
fore 1 muft conclude, that the Powers now 
engaged in War will, from the very Cafe now 
before us, look upon this Nation as a Bank- 
rupt, and will reckon us as fit for engaging in 
a heavy War, as a Bankrupt in private Life 
would be for commencing an expenfive Law- 
fuit: And whether fuch an Opinion can con- 
tribute towards obliging the Powers engaged 
in War to fet Bounds to any of their ambitious 
Views, or to give Ear to the reafonable 
Terms of Peace, which his Mejefly is to pro- 
pofe, I leave to your Lordfhips to judge? 

To this no Anfwer was made, but the 
Queftion called for, which being accordingly 
put, was carried in the Affirmative without 
a Divifion.

Immediately after the Salt-Bill was paffed, 
the Bill for enabling his Majefty to apply the 
Sum of one Million out of the Sinking 
Fund, for the Service of the Year 1735, 
was (according to Order) read a third Time, 
and a Motion made for its being pafi- 
ed; which being oppofed, there enfued a long 
Debate, in which the Arguments againft the 
Bill were to this Effect, wz. 

I have often, my Lords, heard it made ufe 
of in this Houfe, as an Argument for our agtee- 
ing to what was then before us, that it would 
ftrengthen his Majefty’s Hands, and add to 
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Cc 


and the Bili now before us will quite change 
the Scene: To fee usin the Time of a pra- 
found Peace, not only continuing bet mort- 
gaging one of the heavieft and moft dangerous 
Taxes under which our People groan ; to fee 
us laying violent Hands upon that facred Fund 
which has been fet apart for the Payment of 
our Debts, which ftands aétually mortgaged 
to the publick Creditors, will make the 
whoie World believe that the Nation is re- 
duced to the loweft Ebb: This will of courfe 
transfer the Pleafure from our Friends to our 
Enemies: The former may, perhaps, pity 
and bemoan, but the latter will moft heartily 
defpife and contemn. 

My Lords, when the Sinking Fund firft 
began to be nibbled at, I was afraid of the 
Confequerce, and I foretold what bas now 
come to pafs. I foretold, that the next Step 
would be to apply the Whole to the current 
Service of the Year *, and I am afraid there 
are fome amongft us who already begin to 
think of making it a Building inftead of a 
Sinking Fund; I am afraid there are fome 
who have already form’d a Projeét of making 
it a Fund for contraéting new Debts, inftead of 
being a Fund for paying off the old ; and this 
I am the more afraid of, becaufe of the new 
Doétrine we have heard advanced in this 
Houfe, That the publick Creditors have no 
Manner of Right in the Sinking Fund, That 
they have no Title or Right to demand any 
Thing of the Government but the regular 


the Credit and Efteem of the Nation among JD) Payment of their Intereft. This, my Lords, 


Foreigners. This, my Lords, is an Argu- 
ment that, when properly applied, will al- 
ways have great Weight with me, and I 
think it never was, nor ever can be more pro- 
perly applied, than againft our agreeing to 
pafs this Bill. Hitherto, or at leaf till 
within this Year or two, the Credit and the 
publick Faith of this Nation have always 
been in great Efteem among Foreigners, be- 
caufe they faw we had not only a Power to 
pay off honourably all the Debts we contracted 
during the laft heavy War, but that we had 
the Wifdom and the Will to do fo; and had 
aétually fet apart a confiderable and a growing 
Fund for that hone Purpofe: This our 
Friends obferved with Pleafure, becaufe from 


E 


was to me a Doétrine entirely new, a Doc- 
trine which gave me the utmoft Concern, be- 
caufe I looked on it as a Prelude towards the 
Mortgaging of that facred Fund for bringing a 
new Debt upon this Nation; and the Applica- 
tion which is to be made of that Fund by the 
Bill now before us, I look on as a Paving of 
the Way for that pernicious Projeét ; fo that 
what I am this Day to fay upon this Subject, 
I thall fay by way of taking my Leave of 
that facred Fund for ever, unlefs your Lord~ 
thips Wifdom and Prudence, or forme very une 
expected Accident, gives me a moft agreeable 
Difappointment. 

But I hope your Lordthips will now take 
this Doétrine into your Confideration, and will

Condition, and expected we would foon be 
free of all former Debts, and confequently 
would foon be in a Condition cf giving them 
the fame powerful Affiftance we had given 
them in the laft War, in cafe they fhould at 
any Time be unjuftly attacked : This our E- 
nemies looked on with Envy, with Dread, 
and with Awe, becaufe they faw we were in

deferves, in order to prevent the pernicious 
Confequences with which it is fraught. For 
my own Part, my Lords, I have always 
looked upon Bills, upon which any Sums of 
Money have been borrowed, as Contraéts be 
tween the publick and the private Perfons 
who Jent their Money upon the Credit of fuch 
Bills; and when confidered as fuch it is cer- 
tain, all the Claufes and Conditions of them 
ought to be moft religioufly obferved and moft 
In this Light let us con- 
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fider the Sinking Fund: The Taxes from 
which that Fund arofe were all at firft mort- 
gaged to the Creditors of the Publick, every 
Shilling arifing from fuch Taxes were, by the 
exprefs Words of the Bills by which thofe 
Taxes were firft eftablithed, mortgaged for 
Payment of the Principa] and Intereft, or at 
leaft the Intereft of what Money was lent 
vpon them ; the Laws by which thofe Mort- 
gages were made are ftill fubfifling, they ftand 
as yet unrepealed, they cannot be repealed but 
by the Confent of thofe who lent their Money 
upon them, or by the Confent of thofe Per- 
fons who now ftand in the Place of the firft 
Lenders ; and while thefe Laws ftand unre- 
pealed, while there is a Shilling due upon any 


of the Mortgages thereby eftablifhed, it isa B 


Breach of publick Faith to apply any Part of 
the Produce of thofe Taxes to another Ufe, 
without Confent of thofe who have now a 
Right to the Mortgage- I do not know, in- 
ceed, but in this Cafe the tacit Confent of 
the publick Creditors may be thought fuffi- 
cient; but this is not the only Confideration ; 
we ought to confider what is the Intereft of 
the Nation in general, and every Man who 
confiders the general Intereft muft conclude, 
that the fooner we pay off our publick Debts, 
the lefs they will coft us in the End, the lef 
Intereft we thal] pay for them, and the fooner 
it will be in our Power to free the People 
from fome of thofe Taxes under which they 
now fo heavily groan. 
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Mean temporary Expedient may do for a Mi- 
nifter who has no View beyond the Term of 
his own Adminiftration; but his Majefty’s 
Government is permiament; I hope it will en- 
dure in him and his Family for ever; and t¢ 
make ufe of any little temporary Expedient 
which may in the End gteatly endanger gt 
diftrefs his Majefty’s Government; or the Go- 
vernment of any of his Family, is a mot im- 
prudent Step; at prefent, my Lords, I fhall 
call it by no worfe a Name. The Bill now 
before us J muft look on as fuch an Expedient ; 
it is nothing but a temporary Expedient for 
concealing from the People the Expence which 
the Nation is to be put to for this enfuing 
Year: In a few Years the People, who are 
now eafed by this Expedient, will all be gone, 
in a fhort Time few or none of them will bé 
alive, to exprefs their Gratitude for the Eafe 
they now meet with; and as the Eafe given 
to the prefent Generation will fall with double 
Weight upon Pofterity ; they muft neceffarily 
groan heavily under the Burden, they will 
have Reafon to complain, they will have Rea- 
fon to murmur, and moft of them may, from 
that only Caufe, become difaffeCted to his Ma- 
jefty and his Family. 

lf we have any Refpeét, my Lords, if we 
have any Regard for the illuftrous Family now 
upon the Throne, this Confideration ought to 
make us tremble; when we hear any {uch 
Expedient mentioned as that now before us: 


I have already thewed, my Lords, what a D But there is ftill another Confideration which 


Prejudice the Bill now before us may be to 
the Credit and Efteem of the Nation abroad ; 
and 2s 1 look upon it as fome Sort of In- 
croachment epon that National Faith which 
is engaged to the Creditors of the Publick by 
fo many Acts of Parliament, 1 muft think it 
will doa great Injury to our publick Credit at 


Home, among all Men who ferioufly reflect E 


and confider the Confequences of Things: 
Thefe are fatal Confequences, but thefe, my 
Lords, are not the moft fatal! The Diverting 
of this facred Fund, and applying it to the 
current Service of this Year, is, in my Opi- 
nion, one of the greateft Injuries that can be 
done to his Majefty and his Family: To 
apply this Fund to current Services, in or- 


ought to have great Weight: If we have a 
Mind ever to be free of that Load of Debt the 
Nation at prefent labours under, particular Care 
ought to be taken to make a r Applicas 
tion of the Sinking Fund during all Times of 
Peace ; for if this Nation thould happen to be 
engaged in a War, we cannot fuppole that the 
Sinking Fund will amount to near fo much at 
it does at prefent, I am indeed afraid it would, 
upon fuch an Emergency, almoft entirely eva- 
nith ; and this a to be particularly taking 
Notice of by thofe who may now perhaps be 
forming Projects for raifing new Debts upon 
the Credit of the Sinking Fund. The true 
Nature of this Fund is very little underftood 
by thofe who imagine, that it has been all got 


der to prevent the People’s being fenfible F from the Diminution of the Intereft payable 


of any new Expence that has been brought 
upon them, and to enable Minifters to 
provide for that Expence which their Mea- 
fures have made neceffary, without laying any 
new Tax upon the People, may perhaps be a 
good temporary Expedient for an Adminiftra-

Taxes now in Time of Peace, more than 
they produced in Time of War: ’Tis true it 
may be faid, that the Duties upon Coffee, 
Tea, Chocolate and Brandies, have likewife 
greatly increafed, and therefore the whole 
Sum of 200,000/, ought not to be deduéted 
from 1,260,732/. let us then deduét a pro- 


eft Part of it arifes from the Increafe of our 4 portional Sum, which is 157,224/. the Pro- 


Taxes above what they produced in Time of 
War. The Produce of thofe Taxes, which 
were impofed for Payment of any Money 
raifed during the War, was computed accord- 
ing to what they brought in yearly at that 
Time; but now in Time of Peace, every 
one of thofe Taxes produces a great deal more 
yearly than it did at that Time, and it is 
from this Increafe that the greateft Part of B 
our prefent Sinking Fund truly arifes. This 
will appear evident from comparing the Pro- 
duce of our Cuftoms and Excife now in Time 
of Peace, with what they produced in Time 
of War. In ten Years of Peace, at leaft a 
Sort of Peace, from Cbrifmafs 1722, to 
Cbrifimafs 1732, the Cuftoms produced, upon 
an annual Medium, 1,603,305/4 whereas in 
the laft ten Years of the War they produced, 
upon an annual Medium, but 1,260,732/. 
the Difference of which is 343,073/. yearly 
Produce more in Time of Peace than it was 
in Time of War; but there having been an 
Alteration made fince the Year 1712, and 
before the Year 1722, in relation to the 
Drawbacks ef the old Subfidy, and in rela- 
tion to the Duties on Coffee, Tea, Chocolate 
and Brandies, which, fince the Year 1712, 
and before the Year 1722, were taken from 
the Cuftoms and turned into Excife, the Pro- 
duce of both thefe Articles, which we may 
reckon at leaft at 200,000/. annually, ought 
to be added to the annual Produce of the 
Cuftoms for the ten Years, from Cdrifima/s 
1722, to Chrifimafs 1732, or it ought to be E 
deducted from the annual Produce of the 
Cuftoms in the laft ten Years of the War; 
in either of which Cafes it will make the 
Difference between them 543.073 /. yearly 
Increafe in the Branch of our Cuftoms only. 
Then, my Lords, with refpect to the Excife, 
we fhall find, that the Excife on Beer and 
low Wines (without including that on Coffee, 
Tea, Chocolate and Brandies) for three Years, F 
from Midjummer 1729 to Midfummer 1732, 
at anannual Medium amounted to 1,233,902. 
and the fame Excife in three Years of the 
War, fromm Midfummer 1709 to Midfummer 
1712 (being the only three Years after the 
additional Third) was, at an annual Mc 
dium, but $97,662/. the Difference be- 
tween which two Produces is 341,240! 
yearly Produce more in Time of Peace 
than it was in Time of War; and thefe 
two yearly Increafes amount to the Sum 
of $84,313/. which comes all in yearly to 
our Sinking Fund, by the locreafe of our 


duce of the Cuftoms in Time of War will 
then appear to have been, at a Medium, 
1,103,5084 but then the Increafe of the Du- 
ties upon Coffee, Tea, Chocolate and Bran- 
dies, or the Difterence between 230,000/. and 
157,224/. which is 42,776/. muft be added 
to the Produce of the Cuftoms in Time of 
Peace, in which Cafe the Whole will amount 
to 1,646, 81/. fo that the Difference comes 
out to be the fame. 

I hope your Lordfhips will excufe me for 
making ufe of fo many Calculations ; for the 
Affair now before us is of fuch Importance, 
that it deferves the moft ferious, the moft 
minute Confideration. Figures, my Lords, 
cannot err, and by them it evidently appears 
that near g00,000/. of our prefent Sinking 
Fund arifes annually from the Increafe of 
our Cuftoms and Excifes: Can we fuppofe 
that fuch an Increafe would continue if this 
Nation fhould be involved in War? Are 
not we rather to fuppofe, that both would 
fuddenly decreafe, and would in a fhort Time 
come to the fame, or very near the fame 
Standard they were at during the laft War? 
In fuch a Cafe, could we hope to difcharge 
any great Part of our Debts yearly, by means 
of our Sinking Fund? Could we hope to con- 
tra&t new Debts, or to fupport a heavy and 
expenfive War upon the Credit of fuch a 
Fund? Thofe who are juft finking and ready 
to perifh, may catch hold of any Twig, 
may build their Hopes upon any Chimeras ; 
but I hope this Nation is not yet reduced to 
fuch a Condition as to trufttoa Twig, which 
muft fink as foon as we catch hold of it, I 
hope we will never place our Security in any 
Thing but what has a folid and a lafting 
Foundation ; and a folid and lafting Founda- 
tion we can find no where, but in the real 
Wealth and hearty Affections of our People : 
While the People are loaded with Debts they 
cannot be faid to have real Wealth; while 
they are over burdened with Taxes we cannot 
expect their hearty Affections; and as no- 
thing can be fo effectual for cleariag them of 
their Debts, for relieving them from their 
Taxes, and for gaining their Affcétions, as a 
moft religious Application of the Sinking 
Fund to the U‘es for which it was originally 
intended, I muft therefore be againft the 
Mifapplication propofed by the Bill now be- 
fore us. 


To this it was anfwered in Subftance as 
follows, wiz, 
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My Lords, it is to me really furprizing to 
hear fome noble Lords declaring the great 
Concern they have for the Credit of this Na- 
tion abroad, and at the fame Time, with 
the fame Breath, doing all they can to leffen 
the Credit and the Efteem of this Nation a- 
mong Foreigners, by endeavouring to eftablith 
it as a Maxim, that even the Parliament 
cannot difpofe of the Sinking Fund to any 
Ufe but that of paying off fome Part of our 
Debts, contraéted before the Year 1716; for 
if it were fo, it is certain no foreign Power 
would have {uch a high Notion of the Power 
and the Strength of this Nation as they 
would naturally have, if they knew that we 
had a Miilion Sterding coming in yearly, 
without laying any one Tax upon our Peo- 
pie, which we might, as we thonght fit, ap- 
py, either to the paying off of fome of our 
vld Debts, or towards raifing Forces for our 
own Detence, or for affifting our Friends, 
or punifhing our Enemies. 1 muft therefore 
think that every Man, who has a true Re- 
gard for the Credit of this Nation among Fo- 
reigners, will, when he confiders the Affair 
thoroughly, endeavour to eftablifh the con- 
trary Maxim; and I hope this Houfe will, 
by pafling the Bill now before us, endeavour 
to convince all Foreigners, that we have a 
Power, when we think it neceffary, to apply 
the Revenue of the Sinking Fund towards 
their Affiftance or Correétion. When Fo- 
reigners confider what great Expence we have 


been at this Year in augmenting our Forces D 


both by Sea and Land, and that notwith- 
ftanding fuch an Expence we have Jaid but 
two Shillings in the Pound upon our Land, I 
am fure it will g ve them a greater Opinion of 
the Wealth and the Power of this Nation, 
and will contribute much more towards our 
Credit among them, than the paying off a 
Million of our Debt could poffibly have done: 
They will confider, that we may continue 
the fame Forces as long as we have a Mind, 
without raifing any new Taxes upon the Peo- 
ple, and thet whenever we find it neceffary 
we my make very confiderable Additions, 
by oniy increafing our Land Tax to what is 
ulually paid in Time of War; and there- 
fore we muft conclude, that the Methods 
taken this Year for raifing Money for the 
current Services, are the moft prudent that 
could have been taken for  %ablithing the 
Credit and Eiteern of t' Nation abroad ; 
and that they are no wa. inconfiftent with 
any Obdlig:tion we are under to the Creditcrs 
of the Publick, I fhall endeavour to demon- 
firate. 

Even fuppofinr, my Lords, the publick 
Creditors ha¢ a Right to infift upon it, that 
the Sinking Fund thould never be applied to 
any Thing but the paving off ‘ome Part of 
the Debt due to them, yet it has been ad- 
milited that their tacit Confeat would be fufii- 

i 


cient for giving the Parliament a Power to aps 
ply it to other neceffary Purpofes ; and as 50 
Objection has been made by any of the pob- 
lick Creditors to the Application now pro- 
pofed, as every one of them is, I believe 
glad to hear of its being fo applied, therefore, 
from any foppofed Right in them no Objec- 
tion can be made to the Bill now before us 
fo that at prefent it feems to be an unneceffary 
Difpute, whether the Creditors have any 
Right in this Fund or no. However, as it 
may, in my Opinion, very. much lefien our 
Credit abroad, as it might fubje& this Nation 
to very great Inconveniences, to fuppofe that 
even the Parliament could not difpofe of the 
Sinking Fund to any other Purpofe, if the 
Creditors fhould think fit to objeét to that 
Difpofal, I hope your Lordthips will give me 
Leave to ftate that Matter in the Light in 
which it appears to me. 

If the publick Creditors, my Lords, have 
any Right to demand, that the Sinking Fund 
thall never be applied to any Ufe but to the 
paying off fo much of their Principal yearly, 
that Right muft arife either from the Reafon 
and Spirit, or from the exprefs Words of thofe 
A@s of Parliament by which the Sinking 
Fund was firft created. With refpeét to the 
Reafon and Spirit of thofe Aéts of Parlia- 
ment, it muft be deduced from that Cauf 
upon which they were principally founded ; 
and it is well known that the Projeét, which 
gave Rife to thofe Ads of Parliament, did 
not proceed from any Terms offered by the 
Creditors: They never fo much as thought of 
offering to give up a Part of their yearly In- 
tereft, in order to eftablifh a Fund for paying 
off their Principal; but the Foundation of 
that beneficial Projeét, and the true Caufe of 
thofe Aas of Parliament was this, the natu- 
ral Intereft of Money had decreafed fo much, 
and the Credit of our publick Securities had 
become fo extenfive, that fome Gentlemen, 
who had the Good of their Country much at 
Heart, thought it was proper to take Advan- 
tage of the happy Circumftances the Nation 
was in at that Time, in order to leffen the 
Intereft payable to the Creditors of the Pub- 
lick ; for this Purpofe they founded the Ineli- 
nations of fome of the leading Men in the 
monied Companies, and other rich Men in 
the Kingdom, to fee if they would lene the 
Government any large Sum of Money et 2a 
Intereft of § per Cent. and this was “ 
fooner propofed than it was agreed to; PY 
wh'ch it was found, that the Government 
cou'd borrow at § per Cent. as much Money 
as would be fufficient to psy off all the Debts 
then redeemable by Parliament, which bore 
an Intereft of 6 per Cent. or above ? Thos 
the Project was foon brought to ee 
and when the Proprietors of ee 
found they were like to be paid off, wd 
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their Money, than to take their Principal 
when they did not know where to place it out 
to any Advantage: They were fo far from 
demanding any Conditions, they were fo far 
from infifting that the Government fhould 
Jay them(elves under any Obligations, that 
they readily came in, and were glad of being 
allowed to accept of the Intereft that was of- 
fer’d them ; and why the Government fhould 
without being afked, without any Confidera- 
tion, lay themfelves under a peremptory Obli- 
gation, to apply the Savings made by that Re- 
duction of Intereft, to the paying off the 
Principal, is what I cannot comprehend, is 
what cannot, I think, be fuppofed. 

Now, my Lords, with refpe&t to the ex- 
prefs Words of thofe Aéts of Parliament, by 
which the Sinking Fund was eftablithed, let 
us examine the Adis themfelves, to fee if we 
can find in any one of them fuch Words as 
can poflibly be underftood to mean, that the 
Sinking Fund thereby eftablithed fhould, in all 
future Times, be inviolably applied to the 
paying off the publick Debts, without leaving 
it in the Power, even of the Parliament it- 
felf, ever to apply that Fund to any other 
Purpofe. The Acts by which the Sinking 
Fund was firft eftablithed, are, The AZ for 
redeeming the Duties and Revenues fettled for 
paying of the four Lotteries, which is called 
the General Fund Afi: The A& for redem- 
ing feveral Funds of the Bank of England: 
And the A& for redeeming the yearly Fund of 
the South-Sea Company; which three Aéts 
were ail paffed in the third Year of his late 
Majefty ; and in the Preamble of every one 
of them the Decreafe of the common Intereft 
for Money, is exprefly afligned as the Caufe 
for pafling them, without the leait Notice 
taken of any Covenant between the publick 
Creditors and the Government, about the fu- 
ture Application of the Sinking Fund then 
eftablifhed, which would certainly have been 
recited if there had been any fuch Thing, or 
if any fuch Thing had been intended. The 
Preamble of the Act for redeeming the Bank 
Fund is very remarkable : -——— It recites, 
That the Governor and Company of the 
Bank of England, in regard that the common 
Rate of Intereft for Money, is very much 
Jeflened under your Majefty’s moft aufpicious 
Reign, are willing — and foon after are 
thefe remarkable Words So as they 
may be fatisfied the faid laft yearly Sum, till 
Midfummer, 1713, incivfively ; and fo as the 
future Payments of the fiid Sum of 88,751/. 
375. 10d, Farthing may be fecured to them, 
from the faid Feaft-doy till the Redemption 
thereof, and foas the faid yearly Sum be made 
redeemable upon one Year's Notice:---- 
Here, my Lords, is the Contra between the 
Government and the Bank fully recited, and 
not one Word mentioned of a Covenant be- 
tween the two contracting Parties, about the 
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Application of the Sinking Fund: And in 
this Act, when the Surplus or Excefs occafi- 
oned by the Reduétion of Intereit comes to be 
difpofed of, it is exprefly declared and enacted, 
---~That the Excefs or Surplue which at 
any Time thal! or may be produced by the fe- 
veral Rates, Duties, Revenues and Incomes 
thereby appropriated, fhall attend the Difpofi- 
tion of Parliament, and be applied according 
to A& or Aéts of Parliament in that Behalf, 
and not otherwife.———By thefe Words, my 
Lords, this Excefs or Surplus is fo far from be- 
ing appropriated to the paying off our Debts, 
that it is, in as exprefs Terms as could be de- 
vifed, left to the future Difpofition of Parlia- 
ment.

great many Enemies to his Majefty’s Govern- 
ment, without procuring him any Friends: 
Whereas when Pofterity reflect upon the Ne- 
ceflity we are now under, and the dangerous 
Situation we are in, they will readily excufe 
our not having cleared them of a Million of 
Debt at fuch a critical Conjun€ure. 

I fhall readily agree with the noble Lords, 
that a good Part of our Sinking Fund arifes 
from the Produce of moft of our Taxes hav- 
ing greatly increafed fince the lait War; but 
that this Increafe is entirely owing to the 
Peace we have enjoyed, is what I cannot, 
my Lords, admit ; for 1 am convinced that it 
arifes from the Increafe of our People, the 
Increafe of our Luxury, and the fuperior Care 
now taken in collecting our Taxes, and pre- 
venting all Manner of Smuggling. Thefe I 
take to be the chief Caufes of that Increafe 


+ in the Produce of our Taxes,-which has hap- 


pened fince the laft War, and in this Opinion 
i am confirmed by this Obfervation, that the 
Increafe has grown up gradually, whereas if 
it had been oceafioned by nothing but the Peace 
we have enjoyed, it would have grown up all 
at once; the Increafe would have been as 
great, or very near as great, the firft Year af- 
ter the Peace was eftablifhed as it is at pre- 
fent ; the contrary of which we know by 
Experience: Now, as neither of thefe Canfes 
can be much affséted by any War but a Ci- 
vil War, which I hope this Nation will never 
be engaged in, therefore I hope, and I think 
I have good Reafon to hope, that our Sinking 
Fund will be very near as large in Time of 
War as it is now in Time of Peace. Ido 
not know that any Man ever formed a Pro- 
jeét, or has fo much as once had it in his 
Thoughts to mortgage the Sinking Fund, or 
to raife any new Debts upon that Credit; but, 
my Lords, if we were a€tually engaged in a 
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Lords, upon this Houle’s difagreeing with them 
in a Motion fer our coming toa Refolution, 
that the Sinking Fund fhould always be ap- 
plied to fuch Purpofes, and to none other. 
How this can confift with the Doétrine now 
advanced, that this Fund cannot be applied to 
any Purpofe but that of paying off the Debts 
A of the Nation, contraéted before the Year 
1716, I muft leave to other Lords to explain. 
However, they need not, I think, give 
themfelves any great Trouble abeut getting o- 
ver this Difficulty, for I have clearly thewn, 
that there is no Foundation for fuch a Doc- 
trine. I have fhewn that the Sinking Fund 
was at firft intended to be left to the Difpofi- 
tion of Parliament; that it was chiefly de- 
B figned for paying off the Debts of the Nation, 
but that the Parliament may apply it to o- 
ther neceflary Purpofes, and I think there can 
be no Purpofe more neceflary than that of 
preventing our being under a Neceflity of load- 
ing the Landed Intereft with four Shillings in 
the Pound; therefore I muft think the Bill 
now before us a moft reafonable Bill, and I 
C hope your Lordthips will order it to pafs. 


The Reply to this was in Subftance as fol- 
lowe, wiz. 

My Lords, I do not know what may be 
the Way of Thinking among fome People in 
this Nation, but I am fure it ic the general 
and the right Way of Thinking, to compute 
the Strength and Power of a Nation from 


D that Revenue which it may apply towards a 


War, without running in Debt, or loading the 
People with heavier Taxes than they will pa- 
tiently fubmit to pay. A Nation may, ypon 
fome extraordinary Emergency, be obiiged to 
ron itfelf fomething in Debt; but as every 
Mortgage upon a private Gentleman’s Eftate 
is a Step to the Ruin of his Family, fo every 


War, I thould think it a Maxim of the mof fF publick Debt that is contraéted is a Step ta 


dangerous Confequence to his Majefty and the 
Royal Family, to load and opprefs the Sub- 
jets with new and heavy Taxes, rather than 
apply the Sinking Fund, yearly as it arifes, 
to the Ufes of the War, inftead of applying 
it to the paying off the old Debts of the Na- 
tion ; and for this Reafon I cannot think it of 
any great Service to his Majefty or to his Fa- 
mily, to endeavour to eftablith it as a Doc- 
trine, that the publick Creditors have an in- 
defeafible Right in the Sinking Fund, and 
that the fame cannot be applied by Purliement 
to any other Ufe without their Confent. 

But, my Lords, if the publick Creditors 
had fuch an indefeafible Right in this Fund, 
it muft then be granted, that it could not be 


the Ruin of a Nation; therefore no Nation, 
unlefg they are mad, will contraét any Debt, 
as long as they ¢an raife what is neceffary for 
the yearly Expence, by fuch Taxes as they 
think the Pecple will patiently fabmit to pay ; 
and the People of every Country will cer- 
tainly fubmit patiently to pay any Tax that 
can be laid upon them, if they have a-Confi- 


F gence in their Governors, and an Affurance 


that they wil] demand no Money but what is 
neceflary for the common Safety, and that the 
beft and the moft froeal Ule will be made of 
the Money that fhall be foraifed. This, my 
Lords, I am fure, is the general Way of 
Thinking among ali Foreigners, and who 
ever thinks in this Manncr, wil! never admic 


applied by Parliament even to the reducing of G that the Revenue which ought to be applied 


thofe Taxes which are moft prejud:cial to the 
Trade, mo% burthenfome on the Manufac- 
tures, and moft oppreflive upen the Poor of 
this Nation: And yet I have letely feen a 
Pamphiet bawked about in the Streets, under 
the Title of a Proteft entered by fome noble 


to the Payment of our Deb's, isa Revenue 
which contributes to our Strength and Power, 
In the laft War we mode many, I believe 
forme unreceffary Steps towards our Ruin; 


every Shilling of old Debt we pay off is at 
least 
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leaft a Step from our Ruin, and I with Grief 
and Sorrow reflect upon our having made fo 
few during fuch a Jong Term of Peace and 
Tranquillity : But as all or moft of our Debts 
bear an Intereft of 4 per Cent. every Mifap- 
plication of the Sinking Fund is not only neg- 
lecting to make a Step trom our Ruin, but is 
hikewite making a new Step towards our Ru- 
in, by bringing a new Debt upon the Nation, 
I mean the growing Intere{t for that Money 
which ought to have been paid off. By the 
very Bill now before us we bring a new Debe 
of 40,000/. upon the Nation: This. Sum, 
"tis true, in Exe/ij> Money, has but a {mall 
Sound, but in French Money it makes above 
Ra0.000 Livres, and what will a Frenchman 
think of this Nation when he hears, that 
ina Time of Pesce, we have not only 
rze Sum of old Debr, 


TOW, 
nevicéted to pay aft a } 
hot have contracted a new Debt of near a 
Million of their Money > Wiil he not fay, 
that we are either mad, or that the People 
are already fo loaded with Taxes, or have fo 
little Confidence in their Governors, that 
they will not patiently fubmit to pay any ad- 
éitional Tax ? Can this, my Lords, add to 
the Credit or Efteem of the Nation among 
Foreigners? Can it contribute to render any 
of his Majefty’s Meafures efir€tual ? 

But this, my Lords, is not the only Step 
we have this. Day made to our Ruin, we 
have made another moft terrible Step, we 
have contraéted another new Debt of above 
ten Millions of French Livres, which muft 
confirm every Foreigner in his Opinion of the 
pitiful Cireumftances we are reduced to. In 
order to fave laying another Shilling upon 
Land, we have this Day made a fecond Mort- 
gige upon the only Tax we had to mortgage, 
and therefcre ] am furpr zed to hear it fo 
much as infinuated that we have, or that Fc- 
reigners will believe we have a Tax of 25. in 
the Pound upon Land, which we may lay on 


when we pleafe, and which we may apply ~ 


towards incresfing our Forces in Cafe of a 
War; for whcever confiders what we have 
this Day done muft neceflarily conelude, that 
we have not at moft above a Shilling in the 
Pound Land Tax, which we can app'y to- 
wards increafing our Forces either by Sea or 
Land; and how fhort that Sum would be of 
the Expence neceffary for fupporting a War, 
every Foreigner, as well as every one of your 
Lordthips, may eafily judge. 

The tacit Confent of the Money Compa- 
nies may, perhaps, be fome Sort of Excufe 
for what is propoted to be done by this Bill, 
but it is far from being an Authority abfo- 
lurely fufficient; for fuch am Authority can 
only be obtained from the general Courts of 
the refpe&tive Companies: Such a tacit Con- 
fent as we hav at pre(-nt may flow from the 
Negligence, perhaps the Fraud of the Ma- 
negers, which the Popricters may after- 
wards Sad great Reafoa to complain of ; and 


when they begin to make fuch Comple; 
againft their Managers, they will ~ ~~ 
tainly complain loudly againft thofe who made 
a Handle of fach a tacit Confent, in order to 
take away what properly and of Right be- 
longed tothem. Nay, my Lords, as all Com- 
panies and Corporations are fomething in the 
Cafe of Infants, even their exprefs Confent 
could not juftify the Application of the Sinking 
Fund to any other Purpole, unlefs there were 
really a Neceflity for fuch Application ; and 
I am convinced that no fuch Neceffity can be 
pleaded at prefent; for, in my Opinion, we 
had no Occafion te be at any extraordinary 
Expence, mo more than any other of our 
Neighbours not engaged in the War; and. if 
there had been am apparent Neceffity for any 
fuch Expence, our People would have agreed 
to raife it by fome new or additional Tax, 
rather than to have had that facred Fund di- 
verted from the Ufes for which it was origi- 
nally intended. 

I have read, my Lords, in a Pamphlet 
lately hawked about, fome fophiftical Argu- 
ments for proving, that the publick Creditors 
have no Right or Intereft in that Fund, which 
every Man allows was principally imtended for 
their Payment, and without which it is cer- 
tain they never can be paid; but I little ex- 
pected ever to have heard thofe Arguments 
repeated in this Houfe: However, as they 
have been moft minutely repeated in this Day’s 
Debate, I hope your Lordships will excufe me 
for endeavouring to thew wherein their Fallacy 
confifts ; and in fo doing I hope I fhall be able 
to convince every Lord in this Houfe, that 
the Creditors of the Publick have a Right ia 
the Sinking Fund, not only from the Reafon 
and Spirit but from the exprefs Words of the 
Acts of Parliament by which it was efta- 
blithed ; and indeed the Words are fo exprels 
that I am aftonifhed to hear their Right con- 
troverted, efpecially in this Houfe, where a 
moft religious Regard for private Property has 
always been preferved. 

My Lords, when a Motive founded upoa 
private Intereft, as well as a Motive founded 
upen publick Intereft, can be affigaed for any 
Proje&t, I am always apt to imagine, that 
the Motive founded upon private Intereit gave 
the firft Rife to the Project, and was the 
principal Caufe of its being carried into Exe- 
cution: And, according to this Rule, it we 
examine the Projeét for eftablith’ng the Sisk- 
ing Fund we muft believe, that the firft Rile 
of it proceeded not from any Gentleman who 
had only the Good of his Country much 
at Heart, but from fome Gentleman whio 
had the Good of his own Family as well a8 
the Good of .bis Country much at ry 
Before the Year 1716 the Proprietors of 
Redeemables had indeed an Intereft of 6 pr 
Cent. fecured to them by Law, but as‘ 
was no Fund then fettled for the Pay es 3 
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their Principal, they could have no Expe€ta- 
tion of ever being paid, or at leaft not till 
the Terms of the Irredeemables fhould be ex- 
pired, and in fuch a long Time they did not 
know but that the Diftreffes of the Publick 
might put a Stop to the Payment of their 
Intereft, as well as difappoint them entirely 
of their Principal. In this dangerous Situa- 
tion no Man of common Prudence but would 
conclude, that it was better (at leaft for his 
Family) for him to have but 5 per Cent. In- 
tereft, and a certain Fund eftablithed for pay- 
ing off the Principal in a fhort Term of 
Years ; and from thence the Projet for re- 
ducing the Intereft, and thereby eftablithing 
a Sinking Fund, originally and principally 
proceeded: Minifters, or perhaps fome of their 
Projetors, might have had a Project in their 
Heads for reducing Intereft, but till it came 
into the Heads of fome of the chief monied 
Men in the Kingdom, it was nothing but a 
Proje&t, a meer Chimera ; and for this Rea- 
fon Iam convinced, that the Project never 
came to any Perfection til! the Managers of 
the Bank and S. S, Companies offered, not 
only to accept of an Intereft of 5 per Cent. 
for what wae due to their refpe€tive Compa- 
nies, but to afift the Government with Mo- 
ney at the fame Intereft, for paying off the 
other Redeemables, who fhould refufe to ac- 
cept of fuch an Intereft: However, whether 
they made the Offer, or only agreed to the 
Propofition when made to them, is not ma- 


terial; but one or the other muft have been D 


the Cafe before that Project could be carried 
into Execution ; and as we muft fuppofe that. 
the fecurimg the Repayment of their Principal 
Money was the chief Thing they had in 
View, isit poffible to fuppof: that they would 
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make fuch an Offer, or agree to fuch a Pro- | 


pofition, without ftipulating that the Sinking 
Fund, thereby to be eftablithed, fhould be ap- 
propriated to the paying off the Principal? It) 
is impoffible to make any fuch Suppofition ;) 
and therefore their Right to the Application 
of this Fund arifes in the moft clear and evi+ 
dent Manner from the Reafon and Spirit of 
the Tranfacticn upon which'thofe Laws were 
founded. 
After this Contraét and Agreement was 
made between the Government and the two 
Companies, and not till then, it began to be 
poffible to carry the Projeé into Execution ; 
and one of the firft Steps taken was for the 
Houfe of Commons to refolve, That a/l Sav- 
ings by the propofed RedutPion of Intere?, 
foould go towards diftbarging and reducing the 
National Debt. Thefe, my Lords, are the 
exprefs Words of the Refolution: They are 
abfolute and unconditional, and from that 
very Moment every Man who had any Share, 
or afterwards purchafed any Share in the Re- 
deemables, muft have believed, thet by his 
accepting of s per Cent. inftead of taking his

fw Bank, the General Contraét, the General 





Money, he thereby acquired a Right to have 
the Savings applied to the Payment of the 
Principal, which Right he muft have thought 
as abfolute and unconditional as was the Refo- 
lution of the Houfe of Commons upon which 
it was founded: And now to pretend, that 
there was no Contract or Agreement between 
the Government and the two Companies, or 
between the Government and any of the 
publick Creditors, becaufe that Contraét was 
not fully and particularly fet forth in the Pre- 
ambles of the feveral Acis of Parliament, is 
fuch a catching at Words, as I believe would 
hardly be made ufe of by a common Lawyer 
in Wefiminfler-ball. 1t cannot fo much as be 
pretended, that without the Affiftance of the 
two great Companies the Government could i} 
then have borrowed, at 5 per Cent. as much sit 
Money as would have been fufficient for pay- it 
ing off all the Redeemables; and as they te 
could have no other Motive from private In- 4 
tereft for agreeing to aflift the Government, 
but only the Right they were to acquire to 
the Savings got by a general Reduétion of In- 
tereft ; therefore, tho’ it had not been exprei- 
ly ftipulated, we muft conclude it was implied 
in their Agreement, and if they had no other 
Rigbt but by Implication, it would be doing 
them Injuftice to rob them of fuch a Right. 
I muft beg Leave, my Lords, to touch a 
little upon the feveral Aéts of Parliament by } 
which this Right is, i think, clearly eftab- NS 
lithed. With Regard to the Preamble of the 
Bank Act, it is indeed recited in this AQ as 
well as the others, that the common Rate of 
Intereft for Money was very much leffened ; 
but this was not the real Caufe of either of 
the Aéts; on the contrary I believe, that the 
common Rate of Intereft being leffened, was 
chiefly owing to the Refolution upon which 
thefe Acts were founded ; however it was ne- 
ceffary to make this a Pretence, not only to 
induce the Proprietors of the two Companies 
to approve of whet their Managers had done, 
but to induce as many of the other Redeema- 
bies as it was poflible, to accept of the 5 fer 
Cent. Intereft that was to be offered them ; ia 
this Preamble are likewife recited fome Stipu- 
lations that related particularly to the Bank ; 
but as this At relates particularly to the 







































Stipulation by which the publick Creditors 
were to acquire a Right, to have the Savings 
appropriated to the Payment of their Princi- 
pal Sums, cou'd not be recited, neither in the 
Preamble of this A@&, nor in the Preamble 
of either of the other two, becaufe the Bank 
was not fo acquire a particular and feparate 
Right to the Savings that were to arife by the 
Reduction of their Intercit; or was the 
S. §. Company to acquire a particular and fe- 
parate R ght to the Savings that were to arife 
by the Reduction of ‘their Interett; nor were 
the other Redeemables to acqoire any fuck

Right to the Savings by the Reduction of their 
Intereft, but all of them were to acquire a gene- 
ral and joint Right in thofe Savings that were 
to arife by the Reduction of the Intereft pay- 
able to them; and therefore it would have 
been improper, it would have been abfurd to 
have recited this Agreement in any one of the 
Adis or indeed to have recited it all; the only 
Way of mentioning the Agreement was by 
performing it, and that was done by a general 
Claufe in one of the Aéts, as I thall immedi- 
ately faew to your Lordfhips. 

With reipect to the Difpofing Claufe in the 
Bank Ad, as weil as the Difpofing Claufe in 
the S$, 8. AG, it is evident that both of them 
refer to fome Act or A@s of Parliament that 
were to be made, for the Appropriation of thofe 
Surpluiles or Excefies, in Purfuance of that 
Agreement which the Government had made 
with the Bank and 5. S. Companies: When 
thefe two Acts were drawn up it was not de- 
termined, whether that Appropriation was to 
be made by one or more Acts of Parliament, 
or whether it was to be made by a particular 
A& for that Parpofe, or by a Claufe in fome 
other AG; but it is plain, the Parliament 
then thought it might be done by one Aét, 
otherwife it could not have been faid, - 
according to A& or Acts of Parliament-———— ; 
for if that Appropriation had not been cefigned 
to have been made by Parliament, but yearly 
as the Surpluffes or Excefles grofe, it muft re- 
ceflarily have required the pailing of many 
A&s of Parliament for that Purpofe; and in 
fuch Cafe the Words in this Clavie muft have 
been According to Adis of Parliament 
in that Behalf it would have been ridi- 
culous to have faid A& or Ads 
in relation toa Thing which could not poflibly 
be executed by one Act: But the Truth is, 
it was at that Time refolved, to appropriate 
all thofe Surplufies or Exceffes that fhould arife 
by all or either of thee three A&s, to the Pay- 
ment of Debts contracted before that Year ; 
and it was refolved, that this Appropriation 
fhould be made by fome A& or Acts to be 
pailed in that very Seflion of Parliament; but 
that it fhould be Jeft to future Parliaments to 
apply the Surpluffes fo appropriated, to the 
Payment of fuch of thofe Debts contraéted be- 
fore the Year 1716, as they fhould think pro- 
per: This was the anly Power that was to be 
jeft to future Parliaments; and on account of 
this Poweg only the Words —-_—_ From Time 
to Time—-————are inferted in the Difpofing 
Claufe of the S$.

As the Preamble of the Genera] Fund A& 
relates ony to the Creditors, whofe Intereft 
was by that A& to be reduced, therefore no 
Notice could be taken in the Preamble of that 
Act of the Appropriation intended, becaufe 
that Appropriation was to be general, and to 
comprehend all the Surpluffes arifing by that 
and the other two Acts pailed in the fame Sef- 
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fion of Parliament; and from hence the noble 
Lord may find a very good Reafon why no 
fuch Words as he was pleafed to mention could 
be inferted in that A@t: But, my Lords, be- 
fore this A&t was paffed it was determined, that 
the Surpluffes to arife by thofe three Ags 
might be properly and fufficiently enough ap- 
propriated to the Uses intended by the Agree- 
ment between theGovernment and theBank and 
S.S. Companies, by a general Claule in this lait 
Ac, and therefore, immediately after fuch a 
Difpofing Claufe as is in each of the other two, 
there is inferted in this Act a general Difpoling 
Claufe, in fuch exprefg peremptory Terms, 
that I muft beg Leave to read the Whole 
to your Lordfhips.

A of the Act it appears, chat the Meaning and 


Intention of both Parties was, that the Sink-

Fund, 
This was certainly the Defign and the Inten- 
tion of all the contracting Parties, both in 
the Year 1716 and in the Year 1720; and 
now to pretend that there was no fuch Con- 
tract, that the Creditors have no Right in the

in as full and amp'e a Manner as a Conveyan- 


C cer would perhaps have recited it in a Deed be- 


tween private Parties, is a Method of Reafon- 
ing I am fure not to be ufed in this Houfe. 
Tis true, my Lords, after a certain Pro- 
vifion was made, not only for paying the yearly 
Intereft to the publick Creditors, but likewife 
for paying off their Principal in a fmall Num- 
ber of Years, in a Term that was within eve- 
ry Man's View, and in fuch @ thort Term, 
that it was not probable this Cyuntry would, 
in that Time, meet with any fuch Difafter as 
might interrupt the Payment either of Prin- 
cipa] or Intereft, it then began to be an Ad- 
vantage to be among thofe Creditots who were 
the lait to be paid off;, and the S. 8. Com-

As for the Tranfaétion between the Govern- 
ment and the §.

1716, and to that Ufe only; for could either 
the Company os the Government fuppofe, 
that any one of the Proprietors of the Re- 
deemables would have fubfcribed his Debt into 
the 5S. S. Company, if he had been thereby 
to give up the Rigat he then had for being 
paid his Principal out of the Sinking Fund? 


Or could either of them fuppofe, that the An- G 


nuitants would have fubferibed their Annuities 
at any Price into the S. 5. Company, if they 
had thought that they were thereby to accept 
of a much {mailer Annuity, without any 
Security for their Principal; and indéed with- 


fhould prevail, if two or three more Mifappli- 


cations, fuch as that now before us, Mould be 
made, this would foomeceafe to be an Advan~ 
tage; the only Conteft*would be, who fhould 


be firft paid off, becaufé every Man would be- 
gin to be afraid that an entire Stop would be 
put to the Annuity as well as thé Payment of 
the Principal, before the laft Creditors could 
be paid off, 


That the Landed Interef% ought not to be 


loaded with any unneceffary Charge is what 
every Man will scknowledge; but our prefene 
Land-holders are all, 1 bope, Géntlemen of 
better Senfe than to defire thet their Pofterity 
fhould be ruined, for the Sake of giving them 
a {mall prefent Relief; and} am perfuaded 
there is not a Land-holder ia ok, Sera wou'd 
either murmur or Complain at tis 

with four Shillings in the Pouhd, if he fw 
that it was abfolutely necéffary for the Prefer- 
vation of his King and Country: But this, 
my Lords, is the Differznce, and the true 
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Caule of this new Doétrine, when any addi- 
vonal or new Tax is impofed, the Pecp'e feel 
the Weight of the annual publick Expence ; 
this puts them upon enquiring into the Ne- 
ceffity for that Expence, and when they can 
fee no Neceflity for it, they not only mur- 
mur, but thofe Murmurings beccme dangerous 
to the Minifters who fubjeét the Nation to fuch 
an unneceflary Expence: Whereas no Man 
feels what is taken from the Sinking Fund, 
therefore no Man enquires into the Neceffity 
of that Expence which occafions its being 
plundered ; and for this Reafon it will always 
be looked on by Minifters as a Fund which 
they may /quander with Safety ; but this may, 
and will, probably at laft, fall heavy upon 
fome Prince of his Majefty’s Family: At the 
fame Time that he fees almoft all the Reve- 
nues in the Nation mortgaged for old Debts, 
he may find himfelf engaged in War, as ex- 
penfive as was that War which oceafioned 
thofe Debts; and this is fo melancholy a Pro- 
{fpect, that the meer poffibility of its exifting 
muft give the moft affeéting Sorrow to every 
Man who has the Security and Honour of the 
prefent Royal Family truly at Heart. 

That the greateft Part of our prefent Sink- 
ing Fund is owing to the yearly Produce of our 
Taxes being much greater now than it was in 
Tim: of War is, my Lords, what cannot be 
controverted, and that that Increafe is owing 
to the Peace we enjoy, is what can as lictle, 
I think, be controverted; for granting that 
the Increafé. of the yearly Produce of our 
‘Taxes is owtdg to the Increafe of our People, 
to the Increafe of our Luxury, and to the 
good Management and Exactnels in colle&ting 
our Taxes, yet as thefe three depend upon the 
Peace, we now enjoy, therefore it muft be 
granted, that the Increafe of the yearly Pro- 
duce of our Taxes depends alfo upon that 
Peace. If we were engaged in a foreign War, 
we would be obliged to fend a great Army a- 
broad, {uppofing we feat only 20,000 Men, 
we muft allow that an Army of 20,000 ef- 
feftive Men would ¢atry at leaft 30,000 of 
our People out of the Kingdom; and confider- 
ing the many Taxes our People pay at prefent, 
we may reckon that every Man and Woman 
in the Kingdom, one with another, pays at 
Jeaft a Penny a Day towards the publick Ex- 
Pence 5 fo that if by the War 30,000 of cur 

cople fhould be carried out of the Kingdom, 
by that one Article there would be a certain 
Decreafe in the Produce of our Taxes, to the 
Amount of near 46,000/. yearly ; to which 
muft be added the Decreafe that would be oc- 
cafioned by our fending out great Fleets yearly ; 
for tho’ our Ships of War be generally fur- 
nithed with the neceffary Provifions at home, 
yet none of the Seamen on Board confume fo 
much f the Provifions of their own Country, 
or contéibute fo much to the Taxes, as they 
would do if they were living at home. With 
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refpect to our Luxury, it is a Maxim which 
always holds true, that People are never fo 
luxurious in Time of War as they are in 
Time of Peace; and as the Luxury of our 
People would decreafe, we muft therefore ex- 
pect that the Produce of Taxes would decreafe. 
But, my Lords, the greateft Decreafe of all 
would be occafioned by its being impoffible to 
collect our Cuftoms fo regularly, or to prevent 
Smuggling in Time of War fo much as we do 
in Time of Peace: We would have our Coafts 
full of Privateers, and thofe Privateers would 
not only make it impoffible for our Cuftom- 
houfe Sloops to guard our Coafts againft Smugg- 
lers, but would often become Smugglers them- 
felves; and when a great Profit is to be got, 


B it would be impoffible to prevent our People’s

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dealing with them. Thefe Confiderations 
muft fhew to your Lordfhips, that our Sinking 
Fund would be but a very uncertain Founda- 
tion for fupporting a heavy and expenfive War. 
With refpeét to our Power of altering, a- 
mending or repealing any Law, it is not at 
prefent, my Lords, the Queftion before us; 
but this Houfe has always been extremely 
cautious of doing fo, when fuch Alteration, 
Amendment or Repeal might probably hurt 
the Property of private Men; and the Bill 
now before us muft certainly be looked on as 
a Repeal of all thofe Laws, by which the 
Sinking Fund has been apprepriated to the pay- 
ing off the Debts contraéted before 1716, and 
tho’ that Repeal may not immediately much 
injure the Property of the Creditors of the 
Publick, yet it is laying a Precedent by which 
their Property may at laft be entirely annihi- 
lated; for the Neceffities of State may at laft 
be made an Argument for feizing, not only 
upon that Fund, which ought to be applied to 
paying their Principal, but upon thofe Funds 
which ought to be applied to the Payment of 
their Annuities; an if ever that happens they 
will not only feel, but will complain loudly 
of the Bill now before us. The Sinking Fund 
is as ftrongly and as firmly eftablithed for the 
Payment of their Principal, as the other Funds 
are for the Payment of their Annuities: In 
both Cafes I can look upon the Parliament 
only as the Truftees of the People, and as 
fuch I muft, indeed, doubt whether we = 
a Power to do what is propofed by the -" 
Let me fuppofe, my Lords, a Gentleman 
has a great Mortgage upon hisE ‘ate, bas i 
3000/. a Year Rent Charge out of his Eftate 
in Truftees, 2000/. whereof to be applied " 
them yearly towards paying the Intereft, # 
tooo /, to be applied yearly towards Payne ie 
fo much of the Principal Money due upo? af 
Mortgage ; fuppofe this Gentleman thou “f 
terwards grow a little extravagant, that he 
fhould apply to his Truftees, and tell = the 
had Occafion for that 1090/. @ Year, IF 
neceflary Ufes of his Family, and that a 
Mortgage did not want his Money they = 








let alone paying off any Part of the Principal 
for that Year, in order to fupply thofe Necef- 
fities which his Extravagance had brought upon 
him: Now, my Lords, I thould be glad to 
know whether the Truftees could comply with 
fuch a Requeft, or if they did, whether the 
Heirs of that Gentleman would be bound, by 
a Court of Equity, to approve of what the 
Truftees had done; Iam apt to believe they 
would not ; however, as I am no Lawyer, I 
fhall not be pofitive, but would be glad the 
noble Lord upon the Wool-Sack would give 
the Houfe his Opinion upon the Cafe. 

The Objection, that if the publick Credi- 
tors had a Right in the Sinking Fund, it 
could not be applied towards reducing any of 
thofe Taxes which are moft grievous upon the 
Poor, is an Objeétion that has alreacy been 
made, and then received a full Anfwer, * but 
as it is now again repeated, allow me, my 
Lords, to repeat the Anfwer. The publick 
Creditors have a Right to have the Sinking 
Fund applied yearly to the Difcharge of fome 
of thofe Debts which were contracted before 
the Year 1716; but the Parliament may ap- 
ply it to the Payment of which of thofe 
Debts it pleafes: As our Taxes are all mort- 
gaged for the Payment of fome one or other 
of thofe Debts, no Tax can be reduced till 
the Debt for which it is mortgaged be paid 
off; the Meaning of that Motion therefore 
was, that the Parliament fhould apply the 
Sinking Fund to the Payment of thofe Debts 


for which our moft grievous Taxes are mort- D 


gaged, in order that the Tax might then be 
reduced; fo that in that Motion there was 
nothing, my Lords, in the leaft inconfiftent 
with that Right which the publick Creditors 
have in the Sinking Fund; which Right is, 
in my Opinion, as good a Right as the Right 
they have in thofe Funds which are appropri- 
ated for the Payment of their Annuities, and 
therefore I cannot but give my Negative to 
the Bill now before us. P 

The Queftion for paffing the Bill being at 
laft put, it was carried in the Affirmative, 
without a Dit¢ifion, ‘ 

The Speakers in this Debate were, againft 
the Bill, the L—d C _——t, L—d B——J,, 
and the E —1 of 4A——d: And for the Bill, 
the L—d H——ey, the D—ke of N——/e, 
and the E—1 of -——a. 


Desate on the Scotch wrongous Imprifon- 
ment Bill. 

The Bill for explaining and amending an 
AG paffed in the Parliament of Scotland, in 
the Year 1701, intitled, dna A@ for pre- 
venting wrongous Imprifonments, and againft 
urdue Delays in Trials, (fee p. 695,) was, af- 
ter a long Debate for two Days, at lait, upon 
4 Divifion, paffed in the H—‘e of C——ns 
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the sth of May, by 139 to 131; and on the 
9th of the fame Month the faid Bill was read 
a fecond Time in the H—fe of L—ds, when 
a Motion was made by the F—! of § d 
for having the faid A&, pailed in Scotland 
in the Year 1701, read to the Houfe; where- 
upon the E—1 of J——~a ftood up and fpoke 
to this Effect, wiz, 

My Lords, I fhall readily join with the 
noble Lord in the Motion he has made for 
having the A&, to which this Bill refers, 
read to your Lordthips: This I will the ra- 
ther agree to, becaufe it has of late been in- 
duftrioufly reported, that the Liberty of the 
Subje&t in Scotland is no way fecured: It has, 
I know, been confidently afferted, that the 
Subje€ts in that Part of the Ifand are fill in 
a State of abfolute Slavery; but when your 
Lordfhips have heard that Act read, you will 
fee that there is no Manner of Ground for 
fuch Reports. Your Lordfhips will fee that 
the Scots have not been idle, whenever they 
had an Opportunity for fecuring their Liber- 
ties, or for amending, explaining or enforcing 
that Part of their Law which relates to fe- 
curing the Rights and Liberties of the Sub- 
jet: Therefore I hope your Lorcthips will 
give all poffible Attention to the reading of 
this Act; and as there are fome Law Terms 
and Expreffions in it which fome of your 
Lordthips may not perhaps fo well under- 
ftand, | fhall beg Leave, after it is read, to 
give fome fhort Explanation of them, from 
which I hope I fhall be able to make it ap- 
pear, that the Act ftands no way in need of 
any Amendment or Explanation, and that 
the Bill now before us, inftead of fecuring 
the Rights and Liberties of the Subjeét, will 
render them more uncertain and precarious 
than they were before. 

The A& was then read, and then his Lord- 
fhip ftood up again, and, after giving a thort 
Explanation of the Scoteh Law Terms, went 
on to this Effeét. 

Thus your Lordfhips may fee, that no Man 
in Scotland can be taken up or imprifoned, un- 
lefs an Information in Writing, and figned by 
the Informer, be firft exhibited againft him ; 
and when any Perfon is to be fent to Prifon, 
the Magiftrate who commits him is by Law o- 
bliged to exprefs in his Warrant of Commit- 
ment, the Crime he is charged with, or the 
Caufe of his Imprifonment ; and further the 
Jailor, or Keeper of the Prifon to which he 
is committed, is obliged to deliver to the Pri- 
foner a Copy of his Warrant of Commit- 
ment: Then, my Lords, with refpeét to Tri-\ 
als, if a Prifoner be not brought to his Triab 
within a certain Nomber of Days in the A& 
limited, he may apply to the proper Court, 
and upon fuch Application that Court is by 
Law obliged to bring him to an immediate 
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Trial, or otherwife to difcharge him. And, 
Jaftly, my Lords, with refpect to Bail; if 
the Crime with which any Prifoner is charg- 
ed be bailabie, it is expreily ordered by the 
fame Act, that the Judge or Magiftrate be- 
fore whom he is brought upon any fuch 
Charge, thali admit him to Bail, and fhall 
not require Bail for any great or immoderate 
Sum ; nay the Law goes further, it limits 
the Magiftrate to a certain Sum for which 
he is to take Bail, according to the Rank 
and Quality o the Perfon accufed; and the 
Sums io limited are by this AG fo {mall, 
that even the Parliament of Scotland thought 
fit afterwards to increafe them to double the 
Sums firft appointed. 

From thefe few Obfervations, your Lord- 
fhios may fee that the Liberty of the Subject 
in Scotland is as fully fecured by this A&t, as 
the Liberty of the Subject is in England by 
the Habeas Corpus 3 nay with refpe€t to the 
Bail the Liberty of a Subject in Scotland is, 
in my Opinion, better fecured, becaufe the 
Sum for which a Man is to give Buail,.is there 
limited and afcertained ; whereas in England 
the Sum fer which a Man is to give Bail is 
left intirely to the Difcretion of the Judge or 
Magiftrate who is to take the Bail. °*Tis true 
in Scotland, an Information upon Oath is not 
required; but that proceeds from the whole 
Spwit and Tenor of their Laws, by which 
an Oath is deemed fo facred, that it is not 
prefumed that any real honefi Man will yo- 
luntarily fubje& himéfelf to_it, and whcever 
does fo, is called an ultroneous Witnefs, which 
is in that Country always deemed a good Rea- 
fon for fufpecting his Evidence ; and in all 
criminal Matters, the Lawyers and: Judges 
of Scotland have always been, of Opinion, 
that no Witnefs ought to be examined upon 
Oath againft any Man, but in a_publick 
Court, and in the Prefence.of the Prifoner; 
when he and his Coynfel have an Opportuni- 
ty, and have always full Liberty to, crofs- 
examine the Witnels, and°to make him ex- 
plain fully every Thing he (ays. 

His Lordfhip then fpoke to the :feveral 
Claufes of the Bill, and endeavoured to thew 
the bad Confequences with which they would 
be attended, and then concluded with his be- 
ing againft committing the Bill, for the Rea- 
fons he had offered ; and becaufe that if there 
was any Caufe for altering the Law of Scor- 
land, he thought fuch a great Alteration as 
was propofed by that Bill, ought not, to be 
made, but after the moft full and mature 
Confideration, which he thought they could 
not have Time fot, fo near the End of a Sef- 
fion of Parliament. 


To this the L—dC 
Subftance as follows, viz. 

My Lords, as I cannot pretend to any 
Knowledge ia the Law of Scotland, much

F, is committed to Prifon; yet this 
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lefs to fuch a thorough Knowledge of that 
Law as the noble Lord who {poke lat, I am 
at fome Lofs when I rife up to {peak to the 
Bill now before us. I will grant, my Lords, 
that the Scots have provided as well for their 
Rights and Liberties as they could, and that 
they have formerly endeavoured to prevent all 
the Dangers and Encroachments which could 
then be forefeen; but it is impoffible, it would 
be vain in any Man, or in any Set of Men, to 
pretend to guard againft all the Dangers that 
may hereafter arife. The Faéts or Events 
which gave Occafion for bringing this Bill 
into the other Houfe are not, "tis true, before 
us; but it is certain, and I have even heard, 
that fome Things have happened lately in 
that Country which fhew, that all the In- 
croachments that may be made upon the Li- 
berty of the Subjeét, are not fofficiently 
guarded againft by the A&ct of the Scotch Par- 
liament which has been now read to yous 
Thefe date Occurrences, we may fuppofe, 
gave Rife to this Bill in the other Houle; 
and as there are a great many Gentlemen in 
that Houle who thoroughly underftand the 
Law of Scotland, we muft fuppofe that they 
made it fully appear to the Houfe chat fome 
fuch Bil was neceffary, before the Bill could 
pafs in that Houfe, 

This, my Lords, is a general Reafon at 
leaft for our not reje€ting this Bill; but from 
the Objeétions the noble Lord has been pleafed 
to make to it, I plainly fee there is a Necef- 
D fity for paffing fome fuch Bill, It is, I think, 

moft unreafonable that any Man fhould be de- 
prived of his Liberty, and {ubjected to the Dan- 
ger and Expence of a Trial, perhaps for his Life 
and Fortune, upon a vague and general Infor- 
mation, not {worn to, but only figned by the 
Informer ; which he may perhaps have givea 
out of Malice, or in a Paffion. I hhall al- 
ways think that fome Sort of Evidence is ne- 
ceffary before a Subject. be imprifoned, or fo 
much as profecuted for any Crime; and lam 
fure the leaft Evidence that can in fuch a Cafe 
be required, is the Oath of one Witnelte 
Another particular Reafon for evincing the 
Neceflity of fame: fych Bill is, that I find it 
is neither the Law nor the Cuftom in Sct- 
land, to examine the Perfon accufed before he 
I mouft think 
ought always to be done, becaufe, by fuch 
Examination, the Magiftrate who grants 
Warrant may find, that theJnformation upon 
which he granted the Wasxrant was falfe 
malicious.. This, my Lords, 1am convinced 
of from Experience}, for. when I had the Hor 
nour to be in a Place) of high Tru under 
the. Crown, there “ a Fellow may ar me 
and gave me an Information vpon Vala, 
no lefs a Crime than High Trealon, again’ 
fome Perfons. in Wapping, which Informe 
tion was fo clear and diftinét, and the a 2 
fo probable, that.

to doubt of it; however, a8 it was my Duty, 
T ordered the Perfons accufed to be brought 
dire€tly before me, and, upon examining 
them, I very foon found that it was a felfe 
and a villainous Information, given by a Fel- 
low who had run deeply in their Debt, and 
had taken that Way to get free of what he 
owed them; whereupon I difmified the Per- 
fons aceufed, and had the Informer immedi- 
ately fecured: Of this Story I acquainted his 
late Majefty, who was fo good as to order 
the Attorney General to: profecute the Fel- 
low for Perjury, of which he was accord- 
ingly convicted, and for which he fuffered 
feverely. 

His Lordfhip then proceeded to examine the 
Objeétions made to the feveral Claufes of the 
Bill, moft of which he endeavoured not only to 
anfwer, but to thew, that from each of them 
there arofe a ftrong Argument for the Necef- 
fity of paffing fome fuch Bill. Some of the 
Objeétions however he admitted, but thewed, 
that they might be very eafily removed by 
Amendments, whica might and certainly 
would be made in the Committee; and con- 
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cluded with faying, That he hoped he had 
faid enough to perfuade their Lordthips that 
they ought to commit the Bill, where they 
might make what Alterations and Amend- 
ments they thought proper, and if any of their 
Lordihips fhould not be pleafed with it when 
fo altered and amended, they might throw it 

A out upon the third Reading ; but this was not 
complied with; for the Queftion being put, 
Whether the Bill thould be committed, it was 
refolv’'d in the Negative, Contents 28, Not 
Contents 68. Whereupon a Proteft was en- 
ter'd, (which fee in our Magazine for May, 
p» 250.) The Queftion having been thus 
carried againft committing the Bill, it wag 
therefore of Courfe rejected.
